POLITICAL FRANCHISE. 
(Extract from Royal Charter, dated 15th July, 1856.) 


§ 11. Every man, except as hereinafter excepted, above the age of twenty-one years, who possesses an 
immovable property to the value of £50, or who rents any such property of the yearly value of £10, within any 
Electoral District, and who is duly registered in manner hereinafter mentioned, shall be entitled to vote at the 
election of a member for such district. When any such property as aforesaid is occupied by more persons than 
one, as proprieters or renters, each of such occupants, being duly registered, shall be entitled to vote in respect 
of such property, provided the value, or, as the case may be, the rent thereof, be such as would entitle each of 


such joint occupants to vote if equally divided among them. 


§ 12. Aliens, not having been naturalised by some Act of the Imperial Parliament, or of the Legislature 
of Natal, and persons who shall have been convicted of any treason, felony, or infamous offence, and shall not 


have received a free pardon, shall not be qualified to vote at such election. 


§ 13. No person shall be capable of being elected member of the Legislative Council unless he shall be a 
duly qualified and registered. elector of some electoral district in the Colony, nor wnless he shall have been 
invited to become a candidate for such election by at least ten electors of the county or borough which it is pro- 
posed he shall represent ; nor unless such requisition shall have been transmitted to the Resident Magistrate of 
the county or borough, with a notification of the said candidate’s acceptance thereof, at least fourteen days before 
such election is appointed to take place. 


(Extract from Law 11, 1865, disqualtfying certain Natives from exercising Electoral Franchise.) 


1. Every male Native, resident in the Colony, or having the necessary property qualification therein, 
whether subject to the operation of Native Laws, customs, and usages in force in the Colony, or exempted there- 
from, save as in this Law is provided, shall be disqualified from becoming a duly registered elector, and shall not 
be entitled to a vote at the election of a member of the Legislative Council for any electoral district of the 
Colony of Natal. 


2, Any male Native inhabitant of this Colony who shall show to the satisfaction of the Lieutenant- 
Governor that he has been resident in the Colony for a period of twelve years, or that he has been occasionally 
resident therein equivalent to twelve years’ residence, and who shall possess the necessary property qualification, 
and shall have been exempted [see Law 28, 1865] from the operation of Native Law for a period of seven years, 
and who shall produce to the Lieutenant-Governor a certificate signed by three duly qualified electors of European 
origin as near as may be to the form in Schedule A appended to that Law, and endorsed by a Justice of the 
Peace or Resident Magistrate of the District in which such Native resides, a statement to the effect that the 
Justice or Resident Magistrate endorsing said certificate has no reason to doubt the truth of said certificate, and 
the persons signing it are credible persons, shall be entitled to petition the Lieutenant-Governor of Natal for a 
certificate to entitle him to be registered as a duly qualified elector for that electoral division in the Colony in 
which such Native may possess the requisite property qualification.

3. The Lieutenant-Governor may direct that the application of any such Native be published in the 
Government Gazette, and call upon any person having objection to any such Native becoming a duly qualified 


elector, to submit such objection, in writing, to the Secretary for Native Affairs, for the consideration of the 


Lieutenant-Governor. 


4. The Lieutenant-Governor may make such rules and orders in and about the promulgation of any such 
application, and receiving, and entertaining, and deciding upon, any objection thereto, as may to him seem 


necesgary. 


5. The Lieutenant-Governor may, at his discretion, grant or refuse to any Native applying in manner afore- 
said for such certificate, entitling him to be registered as a duly qualified elector; provided always no such 
certificate shall be granted unless it shall have been published in manner described in Clause 3, at least three 


months previous to the granting thereof. 


6. Every male Native who shall have been exempted from the operation of Native Laws, customs, and usages 
for a period of seven years, and who shall have obtained a certificate from the Lieutenant-Governor, entitling such 
Native to be registered as an elector, and who shall be possessed of the immovable property qualification required. 
by any Law in force for the time being in that behalf, shall be entitled to be duly registered as an elector, and, 
when registered, shall be entitled to vote at the election of a member of the Legislative Council for such district 
in which he may possess such property. 


7. Every male Native to whom such certificate shall have been granted by the Lieutenant-Governor, so long 
as he may possess the requisite property qualification, and who shall not be convicted of treason, or of any 
infamous crime, or of any crime which, if committed in England, would be felony, shall, subject to the provisions 
-of Her Majesty’s Letters Patent, given at Westminster, the Fifteenth day of July, in the twentieth year of Her 
Maijesty’s reizn, or any Law in force for the time being in that behalf, be entitled to vote at the election of a 
amember of the Legislative Council for the district in which he may possess such property qualification. 


Extract from Law No. 2, 18838, “ To amend the Franchise.” 


§ 3. Every male inhabitant, of three years’ residence in the Colony of Natal, whose income, inclusive of 
:allowances, is equal to £8 per month, or £96 per annum, who may be disqualified as an elector under the 
‘Charter of Natal on the sole ground of his not possessing the property or rental qualification required by the 
-eleventh Clause of said Charter, may cause himself to be enrolled by the Field Comet of his Borough or Ward on 
the list of men qualified to vote for members of the Legislative Council. 


§ 4. Every person claiming the franchise under the last preceding section shall deliver to the Field Cornet 
of the Borough or Ward in which he resides (or other person who may be specially appointed for the purpose) 
in the month of June in each year in which the franchise may be claimed under that Law, an application 
following as near ag may be the form given in the Schedule annexed to that Law, and such application shall be 
signed by the applicant, and shall set out his full name, place of abode, and business or quality, and shall also set 
out that the applicant is a British subject, or, as the case may be, a naturalised alien, and shall also contain a

statement that the applicant has resided in the Colony of Natal for the period of three years, and in the said 
Borough or \W ard for at least six months out of the previous seven months, and that his income, inclusive of 
allowances, is equal to £8 per month, or £96 per annum. Any such applicant who shall wilfnlly make a false- 
statement in the said application shall forfeit One Hundred Pounds, and be for ever disqualified from voting at 


any election within the Colony. 


§ 5. On receipt by the Field Cornet (or other person who may be specially appointed for the purpose) of 
applications made in terms of that Law, he shall enrol the names of the applicants on the list required by the- 
38th Section of the said Charter, and shall enter the qualifications of each such application as that of a lodger. 


§ 6. No person belonging to a class which is placed by special legislation under the jurisdiction of special’ 
courts, or is subject to special laws and tribunals, shall be entitled to be placed on the Voters’ List, or to vote at 
the election of any member of the Legislative Council ; Provided that any such person may be exempted from 
the operation of this clause by letters of exemption granted to such person by the Governor of the Colony ; : 
Provided further, however, that no such letters of exemption shall be granted except upon an application both 
written in English or Dutch, and signed in European characters by the applicant in the presence of a Resident 
Magistrate, a Justice of the Peace, or other person appointed for this purpose by the Governor, showing to the- 
satisfaction of the Governor that the applicant is a British subject, or a naturalised alien, that he has resided in 
the Colony for three years, and in the same Borough or Ward for six months out of seven months preceding the- 
date of application, and that he has not been convicted of any treason, felony, or infamous offence, or that, if 
convicted, he has received a free pardon: Provided such applicant shall have the qualification required by the 
Charter of Natal or the Srd Section of that Law, and shall, if a Native, have been exempted from the operation 
of Native Law. If any person shall i in such application make any wilfully false statement, such person shall 
forfeit One Hundred Pounds, and be for ever disqualified as an elector of Natal.

VITI—LAND REVENUE. 


By Proclamation of October 16th, 1890, the following Rules and Regulations for the disposal of Crowm 


Lands in this Colony were proclaimed :— - 
1.—Sale of Crown Lands, exclusive of Crown Reserves, Township Lands, and certain Pasture Lands. 


Exclusive of all lands which are already, or which shall hereafter, be set apart for public purposes, either 
permanently, such as Crown Forests and lands required for the purposes of public defence and convenience, or 
temporarily, such as lands required for the formation of ‘Special Settlements,” under the provisions of Law 
No. 21, 1876, or otherwise for the time being, such as certain pasture lands under the Drakensberg not adapted’ 
for agriculture, and certain coal-bearing lands in the Division of Newcastle, in the County of Klip River, as. 
hereinafter shall be defined by Public Notice, and the conditions for the renting out or leasing of which fie 
grazing purposes are hereinafter separately dealt with, and exclusive also of Township lands, as hereinafter 
named and described, and the conditions for the sale of which are herein also separately dealt with, the unappro- 
priated waste lands of the Crown are open for sale, in lots varying from 10 to 2,000 acres, 

1, All lands so opened for sale as aforesaid will be sold in freehold, and by public auction only to the 
highest bidder, and the upset price of such lands shall be at the rate of ten shillings per acre. 


3. All lands will be sold subject to the following special servitudes, which shall be set forth in the conditions 
of sale and stated in the title deeds, namely :-— 


(a) All authorised roads, railways, telegraphs, thoroughfares, and watercourses, now mede or running 


on the said lands, shall remain free and uninterrupted, as in their present or past use. 


(5) The said lands shall be liable, without compensation to any proprietor, or to any sub-guarantee or 
lessee thereof, to have any roads, railways, railway stations, telegraphs, or watercourses, made 
over any part of them for the public use and benefit by order of the Colonial Government, 
except those parts in which any building may actually be thereon erected at the time when any 
such roads, railways, railway stations, telegraphs, or watercourses may be required to be 
made ; in respect of which building, if required to be removed for any such purpose, reasonable 
compensation shall be made by the said Government. 


(c) The said lands shall be liable, without compensation to any proprietor or to any sub-guarantee or 
lessee thereof, to the entry thereon by any person, by order of the Colonial Government, to 
remove therefrom any coal or any other mineral that may be found thereon, and also to the 


right of the Colonial Government to carry out such workings on or in the said lands as may

be required for the removal or utilization of such coals or other minerals, and also reserving in 
the Colonial Government the right of entry on said lands, and removing therefrom such materials, 
not including timber or wood, as may from time to time be required for the construction and 


repairs of any part of any public road running through the said lands. 


(d) The said lands, if 500 acres or more in extent, will be sold subject to the general right. of all 
travellers to outspan upon them, in suitable situations, for not more than twenty-four hours, unless 
longer detained by just cause, as provided for under Law No. 9 of 1870, and to such other regula- 
lations relative to outspan as may hereafter be deemed necessary, and declared by the Government 
for the interests of the public. 


4. Persons desirous of acquiring Crown Lands by purchase must make application in writing to the 
Sn-veyor-General, and must set forth, in such application, the Division in which the land they wish to purchase 
is situated, and, as far as practicable, its position, boundaries, and extent. Should the Surveyor-General see no 
objection to the land so applied for being disposed of by public sale, he will submit the application for the ap- 
proval of the Governor ; and, upon such approval, he will call upon the applicant to deposit with him the probable 
amount of fees required for the inspection, survey, and erection of beacons, in accordance with the Tariff of 
Survey Fees, as fixed under Government Notice No. 124 of the 28th October, 1861, or such other Government 


Notice as may be at any time issued. 


5. In the event of the sale of the lands applied for, the expense attending the survey will be borne by the 
purchaser ; and, should the original applicant not become the purchaser, the fees deposited by him for the survey 
will be returned to him ; but, should no sale take place, no such refund will be made. 


6. The Surveyor-General, on receiving the survey fees, will proceed with the inspection and.survey of the 
lands for which application has been made, subject to the general conditions contaimed in Schedule B; and the 
applicant shall, personally, or by duly appointed deputy, attend at the inspection and at the marking off, by 
beacons, of the boundaries of the lands at the points where the lines intersect, and at such other points along 
the bounlaries as may be necessary ; and upon completion of such survey, notice shall be published by the 
Surveyor-General in the Government Gazette, at least one month before the day of sale, setting forth that the 


lands so surveyed will be offered for sale by public auction at a time and place named in the notice. 


7. On the day named in the said notice, the Surveyor-General shall cause the lands to be put up for sale by 


public auction. 


8. The lands, having been put up to public auction, shall be sold to the highest bidder, who shall be deemed 
to be the purchaser, and who shall, on the day of sale, pay to the Surveyor-General, or person representing him, 
the expenses of the survey in full, and who shall, within three months of the date of sale, pay one-tenth part of 


the total purchase amount. 


9. Upon the aforesaid payments being made, the Surveyor-General shall issue an occupation certificate to 
the purchaser, in the form hereunto annexed, and shall attach to the certificate a diagram showing the position, 
extent, and boundaries of the land, together with a copy of the conditions of such occupation, which conditions 


shall commence to take effect from the date of the issue of the occupation certificate.

VITII—LAND REVENUE (continued). 

10. The conditions of such occupation shall be as follows :—Within six months of the issue of the said 
occupation certificate, the purchaser to whom such certificate is issued shall enter upon beneficial occupation of 
the land. To constitute such beneficial occupation, there must be continuous personal occupation by the pur- 
chaser, or by his agent, duly approved of by the Surveyor-General, during nine months in every year of the 
period for which the occupation certificate is issued ; and the erection and maintenance of a suitable homestead or 
-dwelling house, and the cultivation, where the lands purchased are 100 acres or more in extent, of not less than 


one acre in every 100 acres. 


11. Upon the issue of the occupation certificate, due notice of the purchase and of the certificate shall be 
communicated to the Resident Magistrate of the Division in which the land is situated ; and, at the close of the 
third year, commencing from the date of the issue of the certificate, and at the close of egeh succeeding year 
aintil the expiration of the tenth year from the date aforesaid, the holder of the certificate shall obtain from the 


Resident Magistrate of the Division a certificate showing that there has been such beneficial occupation. 


12. At the close of every year, commencing from the date of the issue of the occupation certificate, the 
holder of the certificate shall also pay, either to the Surveyor-General or to the Resident Magistrate of the 
Division, one-tenth part of the total purchase amount until the whole amount has been paid ; and the Surveyor- 


‘General or the Resident Magistrate shall grant a receipt for each instalment so paid. 


13. The Resident Magistrate shall forward to the Surveyor-General a duplicate copy of every certificate of 
beneficial occupation so given by him as aforesaid, and of every receipt for the instalments so paid, together with 
the amounts of all such instalments ; and the Surveyor-General shall pay all monies received by him, either from 
the occupant of the land or from the Resident Magistrate, into the Public Treasury, and shall keep an account 


-of the same. 


14. Upon receipt by the Surveyor-General of the final instalment of the purchase money, and upon receipt 
-of the final certificate of beneficial occupation, and upon being satisfied that there has been such beneficial 
-occupation, the Surveyor-General shall prepare a title vesting the land so occupied int freehold in the purchaser, 
-which title shall be upon parchment, and shall be submitted to the Governor for his signature and for the Seal 
-of the Colony. 


15. Upon the issue of every such title, the Surveyor-General shall cause the same to be registered in the 
-office of the Registrar of Deeds ; and the purchaser shall pay to the Surveyor-General’s Office, in respect of such 
title and registration, a fee of forty shillings. 


16. Portions of land, not exceeding 320 acres in the case of agricultural lands, and 1,000 acres in the case 

-of pastoral lands, for the purchase of which in freehold special application is made to the Surveyor-General, and 

the sale of which is authorised by the Governor, shall be sold, in freehold, by public auction, to the highest 
bidder at an upset price of £1 per acre. 


17. The lands so sold as aforesaid shall be subject to the special servitudes set forth in Clause 3, and to 
‘no other servitude. The total amount of the purchase money must be paid by the purchaser of such lands within 
-@ period of three months from the day of sale. 


18. In the case of bona fide Immigrants from Europe, lands need not besold by public auction. ‘“ Blocks ” 
-of land, not exceeding 50,000 acres in extent, may, from time to time, be surveyed and laid off as reserves for 
Immigrants, to be disposed of under such conditions and regulations as the Governor in Council may from time 
ato time direct to be issued. 
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19. For the purpose of these Regulations any portions of Forest Land of a greater area than ten acres 
shall be deemed to be Crown Forests. All such lands, and all lands upon which coal or other minerals are 
found, shall be permanently set aside and reserved to the Crown, and shall not be sold or alienated under these 
Regulations.

21. All Town Lots so sold shall be subject to the conditions of personal occupation by the purchaser, or by 
his agent, duly approved of by the Surveyor-General, or of useful occupation in the form of any building required 


for purposes of industrial business. 


ILI.—RvLeEs APPLICABLE TO ALL LANDS SoLD UNDER THE ABOVE REGULATIONS. 


22. In the event of any purchaser failing to fulfil the conditions of beneficial occupation, or occupation as. 
hereinbefore mentioned in Clauses 10 and 18, or failing to pay any annual instalment of the purchase price, the: 
occupation certificate will be cancelled ; all payments and improvements by the purchaser being forfeited, and the- 
sale becoming null and void. 


23. In the event of the decease or bankruptcy of the purchaser before the issue of title to the land, his. 
heirs, executors, administrators, or assigns, upon fulfilment of the conditions of occupation and payment of 


purchase price in the manner aforesaid, shall be entitled to all the rights of the original purchaser. 
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VIII.—LAND REVENUE (continued). 


ITV.—PastoraL Leases aND LICENSES. 


24. The Crown Lands lying under the Drakensberg, which are unsuitable for agriculture, and which will be 
hereafter described and defined by public notice in the Government Gazette, and those which are known as coal- 
bearing lands in the Division of Newcastle, in the County of Klip River, will be open for occupation for grazing 
purposes, in areas varying from 500 to 5,000 acres, by annual license or by lease, for any term not exceeding” 
ten years. 

25. The upset rental of such lands will be at the rate of one penny sterling per acre per annum, and shall 
be payable every year in advance. 

26. Any person desirous of renting or leasing any of the aforementioned lands must make application in 
writing to the Surveyor-General, setting forth the situation and extent of the land applied for; and every 
application so received will be registered, and a description thereof published in the Government Gazette. 

27. Should there be no objection to the rental or lease of the lands so applied for, the Surveyor-General 
may, after one month from the date of the publication as aforesaid, issue at the upset rental the lease or license 
applied for ; or, should he deem it advisable, offer the lease of the lands for whicli application has been made 
for purchase of the same by public auction. 

28. Every lease will be subject to the servitudes attached to the land set forth in sections a, b, c, and d, of 
Regulation No. 8, and may be determined by either party upon twelve months’ notice being given, the party 
giving such notice forfeiting the fees paid for survey, or it may be transferred by the lessees, with the consent of 
the Surveyor-General, upon the payment of a transfer fee of ten shillings ; and every person to whom a license 
is issued.shall pay to the Surveyor-General a fee of two pounds seven shillings, and every person tu whom a 


lease is granted shall pay a fee of twenty shillings.

GENERAL INstTRUCTIONS TO BE OBSERVED IN THE SurvEY or Crown LANps. 


1. Each allotment shall be laid off with reference to natural boundaries and features, sharing equally with 
other lands left open as Crown Lands, or surveyed at the same time for other applicants, arable, forest, and 


pasture capabilities, 
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2. Both banks of an important stream are not to be included in any one lot, unless the area of the lot is 


of such magnitude as to render such a condition necessary. 
3. In surveying the river boundary, the bank of the stream or river is to be adopted as the boundary. 


4, Lands left vacant, if of less width than one mile, must be included in the survey of adjoining lands; 
or the width must not be less than that of the land laid off or to be laid off adjoining the same. 


5. Each lot should be bounded by four approximately equal sides, deviations from this being only per- 
mitted with the view to connection with adjoining lands, or to take advantage of river boundaries and other 
natural features referred to in paragraph 1. Such deviations, moreover, will be attended with a proportionate 


increase in the cost of the survey. 


6. Kach lot must be connected with the boundaries of some other lot of land which has been already laid 
off on the General Plan in the Surveyor-General’s office, and all details of such connection will be required with 
the details of the survey of the lot so connected. 


7. The proprietors of adjoining lots of lands already laid off must be made aware by the Surveyor, 
through notice duly given, of any new survey or surveys to be undertaken. The beacons and boundary lines of 
such adjoining lots must be carefully compared, and the new survey will proceed from, or be worked to, them. 


8. Before proceeding with any survey the details of all adjoining surveys must be taken by the surveyor 


from the plans in the Surveyor-General’s office. 


J. The conditions laid down in Government Notice No. 32, 1862, with regard to the erection and delivery 


of beacons to intending purchasers, or to their deputies or agents, must be strictly observed. 


10. Notice, within reasonable time, must be given by the surveyor to each applicant or his agent, to enable 
him to be present at the survey, including the inspection ; and to erect beacons, and take over the boundanes, 


according to the notice above. 


11. In the event of several applications being made for land in the locality, the total area of which is not 
sufficient for the allotment to each applicant of the full area, the respective areas applied for may be reduced with

SUPERINTENDENT INSPECTOR OF SCHOOLS 


1889. 


In 1889 thewe were 48 schools and 13 “‘ farm-honse” centres under inspection, |with an aggregate regular 
attendance of 4,703 pupils—2,746 boys and 1,957 girls. 


The total Government expenditure thereon, after deducting the sum of £4, 084 6s. paid into the Treasury as 
fees from the Government sehools, amounts to £17,420 4s. 6d., or $3 14s. 1d. per pupil. Each child has on 
the average paid £1 6s. 2d. as school fees. Government has therefore contributed eight-elevenths, and the 
parents three-elevenths of the cost of each child’s schooling. 


Each pupil at the Maritzburg College and Durban High School has cost the Government £13 43. 10d. ; at 
the Model Primary Schools, £4 18s. 8d.; at the Government County Schools, £6 13s. 5d.; at the aided 
schools, £1 9s. 9d. ; and at the “ farm-house ” centres, £2. Free education was given to 561 children. 


In 1888 there were 47 schools and 1 “ farm-house” centre under inspection ; the average attendance 


was 4,186 ; and the expenditure by the Government averaged £3 17s. 7d. per pupil. 


The capitation grant for the year, 1.¢,,-~he—vageble gum dependent on the efficiency of the schools, 
amounts to £1,890 6s., or about one-ninth of the net expenditure on education, and at the rate of 8s. 3d. for each 
pupil in actual attendance. This sum goes directly to the teachers, and is regarded as a bonus for satisfactory 


attendance and work, 


The number of children present at the annual inspections was 4,287—ninety-one per cent. of the number 
enrolled—and comprised 3,080 children in Standards and 1,207 Infants. Of these children, 1,560, or 36 per 


cent., had been less than 12 months in attendance at the school where they were examined. 


The attendance, fees, and Government expenditure for each separate School are given in the first Table of 
this report, and full details of the income and expenditure of the Department will be found in the annual 
financial statement furnished by the Council of Education. 


The second Table shows the passes made in the different standards by the several schools. The passes 
depend on the character of the work as a whole and on the individual progress made in the chief subjects of 
instruction. General efficiency and individual progress go hand in hand, and as a rule the one cannot exist 
or be tested irrespective of the other. ‘‘ Classification into standards ” is only a new name for the arrangement 
of the children into classes or forms. The classification made at the annual examination generally coincides 


with that of the experienced teacher. 
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The year has been one of quiet uninterrupted work, and its general results, as set forth in the Table of 
Passes and in the Inspection Notes which immediately follow it, are very encouraging and quite satisfactory. 
The intermittent agitation against “ payment by results” subsided early in the year when it began to le realised 
that this system with its concomitant evils had no actual existence in Natal. After a lengthy trial in the Colony 
of Victoria, payment by results has just given place to a system similar in principle to ours—fixed salaries and 


fixed grants with provision for encouraging merit and discountenancing laziness and inefficiency. 


It will be seen from the Table that of the 8,258 passes made during the year, 2,202 are classed as “ non- 
paying.” Of these invalid passes, 1,129 are those of children who have not been the requisite six months at 
school ; 660 are those of children who have failed to advance one standard in one or more subjects since last 


inspection ; and the remaining 413 are those of children over 12 who have passed lower than Standard IV. 


The maximum grant of 18s. for standard work, and 6s. for Infants, has been gained by 2,140 children, 


1,464 in Standards and 676 Infants. The rate per pupil varies from 2s. at Westville School to ‘lds. 6d. at 
New Hanover. 


In last year’s report I had to regret that only one family had taken advantage of the proffered help to 
educate children living in remote country districts. This year 133 such pupils, representing 39 families, have 
been examined, and a grant has been made on their behalf at the rate of £2 per pupil. It is hoped that.in 1890 
this provisional scheme will become an integral part of our system, and that aided “ farm-house ” schools will be 
found in every corner of the Colony. The children must reside not nearer than five miles to a public school, 
and they may come up for examination to any Government o7 aided school or to any farm-house or other suitable 
place where not fewer than ten children can be gathered together. The Inspector will be satisfied if he finds that 
the children are being taught the ordinary subjects in a methodical and intelligent manner, The grant for 1890 
will be at the same rate, with a maximum allowance of £20 for any one family. Private tutors and governesses, 
whose number seems still to increase, will thus be able to keep themselves and their pupils in touch with the 
general standard of education in the Colony. In order to meet the increased travelling and work arising from 
this scheme, an Assistant Inspector, Mr. C. J. Mudie, has been appointed provisionally from the beginning of 
1890. 


It is estimated that about 2,600 children are being educated privately or at schools not in receipt of 
Government aid. The number of white children not receiving instruction of some kind is probably between 250 


and 300, or about four per cent. of the number of school age. 


The amount of home-work done by the pupils has with advantage been gradually lessened during thé past 
two years. The strain imposed by this work on assistants and pupil-teachers, the latter of whom are all growing 
girls, was found however to be still too great, and a circular was sent to the head teachers suggesting how best 


to meet the difficulty and limiting the amount of evening correction of exercises to one hour a day. 


Gymnastics, drill, singing, drawing, and needlework are now a recognised part of the work of most of the 
the schools. | | | | 


By the establishment of school libraries a taste for reading is being developed and encouraged. There is 
nothing to prevent every school becoming such a centre of light. A little enthusiasm and tact on the part of 
the teacher would soon fill the shelves. with books, magazines, and newspapers, which could easily and readily be 
spared by the parents of the children and by other well-wishers of the school. It matters really very little what 


the children read so long as they read something non-pernicious and thereby acquire a habit which will be a life-long 


source of profit and pleasure.

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Six schools have been added to the list of aided schools during the year—Cato Ridge, Weenen, The- 
_ Reserve, New Leeds, Colenso, and Lower Umgeni—and the schools at Umhlali, Richmond Road, Caurry’s 
Post, and Dundee, and the Durban Girls’ School have, for various reasons, ceased to be classed as aided 
schools. Umblali and Richmond Road have temporarily become “ farm-house ” centres, and Dundee will again 
receive aid from the beginning of 1890. ’ 


The work of the pupils is tested by 
(1) The University of Cambridge Local Examinations : 
(2) The Cape University Examinations ; 
(8) An annual collective examination of the most advanced pupils of schools in and near the chief 

centres of population ; 

(4) An annual examination of the Maritzburg College and the Durban High School by examiners 
appointed in terms of the High School Law ; and 

(5) An individual and general examination, oral and written, of all the pupils of the Government 


Model Primary, the Government Primary, and the Government aided schools. 


(1) The seventh Local Examination of the University of Cambridge was held in December, 1888_ 
Thirty-five candidates came up for examination—12 seniors (1 boy and 11 girls) and 23 juniors (12 boys and 
11 girls). The Durban High School sent up 13; the Durban Girls’ School, 9; the Durban Girls’ Model: 
Primary School, 7; the Durban Convent, 4; and Howick School, 2. Sixteen gained certificates—8 girls: 
and 8 boys. Two boys, both juniors from the Durban High School, gained honours—Bromwich in the Ist 
division of Class I., and Haycroft in Class III. 

In December, 1889, eleven candidates were examined—10 boys and 1 girl. 


(2) The examinations in connection with the Cape University were held in Maritzburg in. June. There - 
were 10 candidates for Matriculation ; 1 for the Intermediate examination ; and 1 for the B.A. degree. Seven 
out of the 12 passed—6 Matriculation and 1 Intermediate. As the latter examination is the one prescribed’ 
for the ‘“‘Home Universities Exhibition” of £150 a year for 4 years, the Exhibition was. awarded to the- 
successful candidate, L. L. Proksch of Hilton College. Four of the six who matriculated gained honours—- 
D. F. Forsyth of Maritzburg, C. W. Lister and G. W. Sweeney (Assistant Master) of the Muritzburg College, . 
and A. J. Davis of Hilton College. | 


(3) The thirteenth annual examination for Government certificates of proficieney in elementary subjects 
of instruction, was held simultaneously on the 7th and 8th November, 1889, in Maritzburg, Dunban, Verulam, . 
Richmond, York, Greytown, Estcourt, and Newcastle. A Presiding Examiner, unconnected with the school, . 
was appointed for each district, and care was taken that the same regulations were observed at all the centres. . 


The Examination is open to all boys and girls in the Colony, but it is taken advantage of chiefly by the: 
senior pupils of schools within easy reach of an examination centre. It is held for the.special purpose of 
awarding certificates of merit, and it does not in any way supersede the annual inspection, of the ordinary work 
of the pupils wh» take part in it. The examination seeks to encourage healthy emulation amang the competitor, . 
and preparation for it gives increased method and continuity to the work of the upper clagses..of the different 


schools. 


One hundred and thirty-seven pupils were examined—73 girls, and 64 boys.. The, Girls’ Model School,. 
Durban, sent 22 ; the Boys’ Model School, Maritzburg, 20 ; the Boys’ Model Sehool, Durban, 19; York, 11; 
the Durban Convent, 9; the Girls’ Model School, Maritzburg, 8; Veralam, 7: ;. Greytowa,.6.; Estcourt and 
Richmond, 5 each ; Newcastle and Miss Leask’s School, Maritzburg, 4 each ;: Sydenham, $.; and Pinetown,. 
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Tongaat, St. Joseph’s, Durban, and Miss Mitchinson’s School, Durban, 2 each. There were besides 6 





private pupils. 


The subjects of examination were Spelling from dictation, Handwriting, Drawing, Arithmetic, English 
Grammar, Geography, English History, Composition, General History, Latin, Geometry, and Domestic 
Economy. 


The first 92 candidates each gained at least 800 marks, the number necessary for a certificate. Certificates 


however were not issued to seven of them who obtained less than half-value for either arithmetic or grammar. 


The Girls’ Model School, Durban, and the Boys’ Model School, Durban, gain 17 certificates each ; the 
Boys’ Model School, Maritzburg, 13; the Girls’ Model School, Maritzburg, 8 ; Newcastle, Richmond, and 
York, 4 each ; Estcourt, Greytown, Verulam, and the Convent, Durban, 8 each; St. Joseph’s, Durban, 2 ; 
and Pinetown, Miss Leask’s, Maritzburg, and 2 private pupils, 1 each.

It is satisfactory to note that the individual and collective successes and failures in the detailed list agree 
pretty closely with the estimate formed of the children and of the work of the schools during the ordinary 


viva voce examinations. 


The Handwriting is on the whole very creditable. That of the girls in all their papers is more distinct 
and less angular than formerly, and not a few show bold and clerkly hands. 


The Drawings have a better average than that of any previous year. Some of the pupils who have gained 
full value, or nearly full value, have made considerable improvement during the past twelve months. Better 
balancing is found throughout, but improvement is needed in preserving the continuity of the longer curves and 
in rapidity of blocking out. Drawing from the flat and from simple objects ought to have a prominent place in 
the work of every school. It has 4n intrinsic value, and it can easily be made sufficiently interesting to the 


children to serve as a recreation from more intellectual work. 


The Arithmetic is an improvement on that of any previous year. The work is neater, and the problems. 
are worked more intelligently. A slight error in an answer is marked leniently if the method and arrangement 
are right. Fourteen pupils get full value for this paper. Seven of them belong to the Durban Boys’ School,. 
2 to Richmond, and 1 each to the Maritzburg Girls’, the Durban Girls’, Greytown, Newcastle, and Verulam. 


In the Grammar paper the analysis and parsing are very good, and seem to have been tanght in their- 


natural order, but the meanings and derivations are, on the whole, very poor. The correct use of “lie” and 
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“lay” is still a subject of perplexity to many of the candidates as it is to some children of a larger growth; 
and such bad English as ‘ He wants you and I to go” is boldly stated to be quite correct. 


In the Geography paper the questions requiring a knowledge of natural phenomena are fully and 
intelligently answered. Map-drawing on the blackboard, by both teacher and pupils as a frequent accon- 
paniment to the lesson, would do much to familiarise the children with the face of the country and the position 

_ of the neighbouring States. 


The period of English History has been carefully prepared, especially by the older candidates, who give 
<orrect and exhaustive accounts of the places and persons that are the subjects of the questions, and who show 
considerable discrimination in their selection of the ablest Kings prior and subsequent to the Conquest. 3 
‘might be expected, the questions relating to modern celebrities are answered with more diversity than those 
treating of ancient Britons whose achievements may be learned from the text-book, although it is abundantly 
manifest that the teachers have endeavoured in an interesting way to make the children acquainted with the 


notable men and women of the present reign. 


Many of the teachers are now endeavouring to let their pupils have a glimpse of the great outside world 
by having the English illustrated papers laid out in the school-room and encouraging the children to ask 
questions about the pictures. This, with the aid of school libraries, will undoubtedly help to give them some 


knowledge of current events and the great figures of the age we live in. 


Considering the age of the candidates and the limited time at their command, the Composition is very 
‘satisfactory. The greater number of the exercises show correct sentences, good subject-matter, and here and 


.there considerable vivacity of expression. 


It is pleasing to note that in the lists given by the children of the books they have read during the year 
‘the “ penny dreadful” class of juvenile literature i3 conspicuous by its absence. The novels of Scott and 
Dickens, Ivanhoe and Pickwick being the favourites, have been largely read ; and Thackeray, Kingsley, Lytton, 
‘George Eliot, Black, and Blackmore are all represented. In the modern school of romance, the books read are 
Rider Haggard’s She, King Solomon’s Mines, and Allan Quatermain, Stevenson’s Kidnapped, and Clark 
Russell’s Frozen Pirate ; while older hands hold their own in the Last of the Mohicans, Monte Cristo, and 
Dick Turpin. Mrs. Henry Wood and Edna Lyall are favourites with the girls. Ballantyne, Jules Vere, 
Mayne Reid, and Marryat still appear in force as the admired of the boys. But both boys and girls have in 
their lists the books which do not grow old with years—the Pilgrim’s Progress, Robinson Crusoe, Arabian 
Nights, Uncle Tom’s Cabin, Swiss Fami!y Robinson, Don Quixote, the Lamplighter, Queechy, the Wide 
Wide World, and Andersen’s Fairy Tales ; as well as younger books whose popularity bids fair to be equally 
lasting—Alice in Wonderland, Tom Brown’s School Days, Little Lord Fauntleroy, Helen’s Babies, and 
Vice Versi. 

Collier’s interesting text-book on General History has been carefully studied, and the papers are very 
satisfactory. This subject is, on the whole, better done than English History. All the candidates can sy 
something about the great names and incidents of the period, mistakes are few, and the older boys have 4 
detailed knowledge which betokens thorough preparation. 
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The Latin paper was taken by 32 boys and 6 girls. The work from Richmond and Estcourt is excellent ; 
that from York, very good ; and that from Durban and Pinetown good. 


Geometry was selected by 30 boys and 8 girls. The papers sent up by the Greytown pupils are excellent, 
four of them—worked by girls—being all but perfect both in accuracy and neatness. Verulam and Newcastle 
have also some capital papers and a high average. The Maritzburg boys generally failed in their riders to the 


propositions. 


Fifty-nine girls and two boys took Domestic Economy. The average result is high, and the work giveg 


evidence of common-sense instruction and augurs well for future practical usefulness.

This examination is the one prescribed by the Council of Education in terms of the following section of 


Law No. 3 of 1886 :— 


« Six Bursaries of the annual value of Twenty Pounds Sterling each, and tenable for three years, shall be 
open for competition in each year, three for boys and three for girls, under thirteen years of age at the time of 
the commencement of the examination : Provided, however, that such competitors shall have been resident in 
the Colony of Natal for at least one year immediately prior to the 1st day of January in the year in which they 
compete : And provided further, that they shall not be already at the time of examination, or have been, the 
holders of a Government Bursary ; and such Bursaries shall be competed for in an examination to be held in each 
year at such time or times and in such 8ubjects and in such manner as may be from time to time prescribed by 
the Council of Education. The said Bursaries are conferred, and shall be used for the purpose of allowing the 
holders thereof to proceed to any School in the Colony of Natal, approved by the Council of Education, and for 
no other purpose, and shall be held on condition of good behaviour and attendance at such School to the satig- 
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faction of the Council of Education, and a certificate of such attendance shall be furnished half-yearly to the 
Council of Education by the Head Master or only teacher of such schools: Provided always, that no Bursary 


shall be awarded to any competitor who shall fail to pass the examination in a manner satisfactory to the Counel 
of Education.”

(4) The Maritzburg College has numerically had a prosperous year. The number of pupils has increased 
fi om 108 to 157 with an average attendance of 141, The number attending the Durban High School has risen 
f ‘rom 53 to 59 with an average attendance of 53. 

! Only one examiner, the Rev. W. J. Hardy, instead of two as usual, was appointed by the Council of 
Education to furnish the detailed report on both schools required by Section 5 of the High School Law. The 


Jexamination was held in December, and the reports will probably be published for general information after they 
shave been considered by the Council. 


Now that the College has a full attendance, an excellent staff, and suitable appointments, we may 
reasonably hope that due advantage will be taken of the Cape University examinations which the Council of 
Education allowed the Head Master to substitute for the Cambridge Locals, A committee representing both the 
Government and the Town Council is now considering the best means of utilising for educational purposes the 
property which pertains to the “ Durban Collegiate Trust.” In whatever way the High School may be made 


more useful to the community, it is to be hoped that its name will not be changed to the more ambitious one of 
‘“‘ College.”

The attendance at the Girts’ Mopgt Primary ScHoor, Marirzpure, has risen from 447 to 482. The — 
teaching staff is adequate for an attendance of over 600 children. Several assistants have left during the year, 
and their places have been filled by teachers trained in England. Taking these changes into account it may 

|. fairly be said that the school maintains its usval high degree of proficiency except in the arithmetic of the upper 
_ standards, where both the number of pupils is fewer than is desirable and good method is occasionally marred by 
inaccuracy in working. Before next inspection it will probably be found possible to make the same standard run 
through the same class in all the three subjects. Though the character of the work varies slightly in the different 
classes, as a whole it is thorough, intelligent, and neat. Nothing but praise can be given to the Kindergarten 
work and singing of the Infants, to the musical drill and calisthenics of the girls, and to the needlework of the- 
whole school. Singing is good, but drawing is not quite satisfactory. Analysis and parsing are taken in their 
“natural order, and are intelligently tanght as aids to good English, spoken and written. The history and 
geography of the text-book have been interestingly illustrated and amplified. 


The Infant department, under the charge of Mrs. Wilton, contains 268 children of ages varying from. 
8 to 9. Thorough discipline is maintained, but, as it ought to be, only as a means to an end. (Good order,. 
especially in an Infant school, is estimated by good work and cheerful intellectual activity, and not by stillness. 
_and mental lethargy. The highest class in this depsrtment contains 33 girls and 24 boys. They read easy 
narrative with fluency and expression, spell words of two syllables, recite with a clear enunciation, showed one 
copy-book and three exercise-books very neatly kept, and submitted for inspection all kinds of Kindergarten. 


work, besides door-mats, macrame work, and netting. 


Standard I, contains 58 children. They read and recited intelligently and with expression, answered 
readily questions on the meanings of words and phrases, wrote almost faultlessly in small hand six lines dictated 
from their reading-book, shewed one copy-book and three exercise-books each all neatly kept, knew the table up 
to 12 times, and answered questions on nouns, verbs, and adjectives, and on the plan of the schoolroom and the: 


cardinal points of the compass. I should be well satisfied if the average Standard II. of the Colony were equal 
to the work of this bright and intelligent class. 


~ 


Standard II., containing 33 girls, got the mark “ very good” for everything. The reading and recitation 
are distinct and intelligent, and good answers were given on the meaning of the passages read and recited. 
Grammar and geography are equal to Standard III. in many schools. Only one girl failed in arithmetic, which 
was taken from cards and worked neatly on paper. 


Standard III. has suffered from several changes of teachers during the year, and is a class that needs- 
firm handling. Reading and recitation lack life, and are consequently ranked only “very fair” ; grammar, . 
geography, and history are good but unequal ; writing is very good; and arithmetic is good as far as it goes, 
which, however, ranks only as a good II. I think that special efforts should be made to pass this class in IV. 
Arithmetic next year, especially as the average age of the girls will then be 12 years. 


Standard IV. is a very good class, intelligent and well taught. The reading and recitation are fluent 
and expressive ; geography, grammar, and history, taken partly orally and partly written, are quite satisfactory ; 
and grammar is excellent. Arithmetic is good, but is again a standard behind, the age qualification having 
nullified no fewer than 22 of the 38 passes in this subject. The exercise in composition was well done by about 


a third of the class. This standard has since August been under the charge of Miss Jarvis, the First 


Assistant, 
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Standard V. of 20 girls is, I think, the best class in the girls’ school. Miss Pullock teaches quietly and 
thoroughly, and I have nothing but praise to give for all her work. Both oral and written examinations were 


perfectly satisfactory. 


Standards VI. and VII. contain 35 girls under Miss Wright and Miss Holland. Most of last year's 
senior girls left at the end of the year, and a good deal of hard up-hill work had to be overcome before the 
former high standard could be reached. Both classes were examined together orally and in writing. The 
arithmetic of VI. is poor—14 girls in V. and 7 in IV.; Standard VI. is better—5 in VII., 5 in VI., and 3 
in V. Reading and recitation are a good average, though several of the girls are deficient in animation of 
manner and flexibility of voice. Several idiomatic sentences were rapidly and correctly analysed and parsed. 
Standard VII. especially has a good knowledge of the more common Latin roots. The writing in the exercise 
books is under average, and the drawing is poor. For composition this class was required to *‘ write two notes 
in the third person (1) asking a friend to come to a party at your house, and (2) accepting a similar invitation 
from some one else.” The result was not very satisfactory. About a dozen wrote both notes neatly and 


correctly ; the exercises of the others mixed up the persons and were imperfect in various ways. 


The calisthenics and drill of the three upper classes are excellent. Asis natural, inequality of work is 
more frequent in these classes than in those below them. Individual character and disposition begin to be more 


apparent and demand guidance both in the way of encouragement and repression. 


Of the 625 passes in standards, 102 are invalid—17 failures, 26 new pupils, and 59 over-age, The full 
pass was gained by 153 girls and 193 Infants. One hundred and six children are new pupils since last 
inspection. The capitation grant is at the rate of 8s. 11d., and amounts to £214 16s. 


The number of children inspected at the Girts’ Mopzt Primary Scuoon, Dursan, was 435—33 fewer 
than in 1888. The Infant department contains 113 boys and 96 girls, and the junior and senior classes, 226 
girls. During the absence on leave of Miss Day, the Headmistress, the school has throughout the year been 
under the management of Miss Dore, the First Assistant, who has, without extra help, discharged the added 
duties devolving on her with much tact and ability. The work has been carried on in a highly satisfactory 
manner, and the order and discipline for which the school is noted have been effectually maintained by the 
exercise on the part of the Acting Headmistress of a kindly but firm bearing to both teachers and pupils. 


The total number of passes in the junior. and senior classes is 661. Of these, 128 are invalid—64 
failures, 48 new pupils, and 16 over-age. Full passes were made by 145 girls and 156 Infants, and 97 
children were examined for the first time. The capitation grant gained by the school amounts to £206 14s., 
or 9s. 6d. a head. : 


The Infant department contains 8 classes. The lowest is the Babies’ class—50 mites who sing easy 
action songs and amuse and instruct themselves with slates, letter and picture-blocks, shells, marbles, shapes 
and colours, and the easiest Kindergarten games, The highest class_ of 25 read with expression lessons from 
Blackie’s Standard I. Reader ; wrote on slates all the figures, all the small and capital letters, and easy words ; 
said the multiplication table up to 6 times ; worked easy addition sums on slates ; did easy mental addition 
and subtraction ; and recited two short poems in good style. The six classes between these two did all their 
work well. Every child recited, read, answered questions in mental arithmetic, and wrote on slates in a way 
that showed careful tuition. The Kindergarten work, the singing, the action songs, and the musical drill of 
the whole department are again excellent, and reflect much credit on Miss Duncan and her assistants. 

A good year’s work was shown in the seven classes of the junior and senior divisions. Arithmetic is 
slightly weak in Standard III. and upwards, but in all else the average throughout is very high. Needlework 
is again excellent. Singing is very good in quality, but rather deficient in vo.ume. 
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In the two divisions of Standard I. the reading is good but unequal ; recitation is excellent in the upper 
division and fair in the lower; copy books and exercise books are respectively very good and promising ; 


arithmetic, on slates and mental, and tables are very good ; and lessons on common things are well taught. 


Standard IT., taught by Miss Mann, shows creditable work throughout. Recitation and dictation are 


excellent ; reading, arithmetic, tables, writing, geography, history, and grammar are all very good. The last 
three are equal to Standard III. in many schools. 


Standard III., under the charge of Miss Mumford, is ahead of its prescribed work except in arithmetic. 
The novelty of working sums from cards and on paper has probably something to do with the six failures in 
that subject. Reading, recitation, and dictation are excellent ; geography, history, grammar, drawing, and 
writing are very good. 


Standard IV. is taught by Miss Crowder, and its work throughout is a high average. Last year it 
gained excellent for grammar and geography ; this year it gets the same mark for these subjects and for 
dictation, history, and exercise books in addition. Reading, recitation, and Latin roots are very good. 


The “rather disjointed and monotonous reading” of Standard V. last year has improved to ‘ good.” 
That the uninteresting character of the lessons in the text-book is chiefly responsible for this weakness is 
evidenced by the excellent manner in which recitations from Goldsmith and Byron were given. Grammar, 
dictation, composition, and Latin roots are very good ; geography and history are excellent, and are graphically 
daught. The arithmetic has improved during the year. 


Standards VI. and VII., numbering 35 girls, read and recited from Jutius Cesar with much intelligence 
and expression. Grammar and arithmetic have considerably improved ; geography and history showed careful 
and well-illustrated teaching ; and dictation, composition, and Latin roots are above average. The exercise 
books again deserve special commendation. The three upper standards are taught by Miss Dore and Miss 


Beeston. 


The number of pupils at the Boys’ Mopzt Primary Scnoor, Maritrzsora, has fallen from 331 to 305, 
and the attendance has fluctuated considerably during the year. One hundred and nine were examined for the 
first time, and between 30 and 40 have both come and gone during the interva! between the last two inspections. 
The College, the Telegraph department, and brokers’ offices, have absorbed between 80 and 90 boys of all ages. 
Three English-trained teachers have been appointed to vacancies caused by promotion and resignations. An 
additional assistant has been engaged, and the size of the classes has been proportionately reduced. The want 
of sufficient teaching-room and of a spacious play ground will be remedied in a few months by the removal of the 
school to the old High School building, which is now being remodelled and enlarged. The discipline and 
organisation are excellent. The work is unequal, but on the whole progressive and satisfactory ; the proficiency 
of the higher standards is however under that of last year. The total number of passes is 852, about one- 
fourth of which are invalid—65 failures, 104 new, and 41 over-age. There are 167 full passes, and the average 
rate of capitation grant is 12s. 7d. Singing and drill are very good; drawing and map-drawing are still 


capable of improvement. 


Standard I. is a slovenly class of 31 boys, most of them new-comers within the year. Justice however 
has not been done to them. Their reading is exceedingly faulty ; the spelling and dictation, poor ; the writing, 
a bad average ; and the arithmetic, almost a failure. The first class of Infants in either of the Girls’ Schools is 


a better class in every way. 
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The lower division of Standard II., containing 35 boys, is much better. The reading is good; the copy- 
books and exercise-books are very fair but unequal ; recitation, tables, ard arithmetic are very good ; and lessons in 
easy grammar and geography have been tanght in an interesting way. The upper division of the same standard 
contains 45 boys, and is a bright intelligent class well-handled. Reading, recitation, grammar, geography, and 
history are all classed very good ; and tables and arithmetic are quite satisfactory. The writing, especially in 


the exercise-books, needs more supervision. 


Standard III. of 64 boys again deserves a word of special praise. The reading is a good average; the 
recitations were given fluently and with expression, and questions arising from both and testing general intelli- 
gence were readily answered by the majority of the class. The dictation, copy-books, and exercise-books are 
good, but not above average. The grammar is in advance of the standard requirements, and arithmetic, 


geography, and history are excellent. 


Standard [V. of 52 boys read fairly well, but gave in better style recitations from Marmion. Dictation 
is excellent. The writing is good, but the work in the exercise-books and the drawing need more supervision. 


Arithmetic, grammar, geography, and history are all very good. 


Standard V. of 28 boys did all their work well except dictation and drawing. Grammar, geography, and 
history are well taught and are above average. Only one boy failed to pass a rather severe test in arithmetic. 
Composition is good. 

Standards VI. and VII. contain 45 boys. The class as a whole is not a responsive one, and Mr. Baker, 
the First Assistant, has had hard uphill work for the past nine months. The reading and the recitation from 
the Merchant of Venice were well rendered, but questions on the meaning and grammatical structure of the 
passages evoked only indifferent answers. The knowledge of common words and things shewn by the lower 
division is not at all satisfactory. Writing and exercise-books are very good; geography, history, geometry, 


composition, and dictation are quite satisfactory ; arithmetic was inaccurate, and, reached only a poor average. 


The number of pupils present at the annual inspection of the Durnan Boys’ Moprt Primary ScHoou 
was 421. Five assistants from England were engaged in August to take the place of five who resigned for 
more lucrative employment. For some months the school was undermanned ; but, nevertheless, it maintains its 
character for general thoroughness and high proficiency. Although the attendance is lower, the passes are more 
numerous and of higher value than in 1888. Of the 1,130 passes made, 190 are invalid—35 failures, 87 new, 
and 68 over age. The capitation grant averages 13s. 5d. ; 285 pupils gained the maximum allowance ; and 130 
pupils have been less than one year at school. Eighteen backward boys, too old for an Infant School, were 
unable to read and cipher sufficiently well to pass in Standard I. 


The lowest class contains 52 boys who read in a Standard II. book, although they are classed I. The 
reading, arithmetic, and grammar are fair, and the writing and geography good. More simultaneous reading 
and black-board drill in arithmetic are needed. The teacher seems inclined to give the boys too much help. 


Standard II. numbers 58 boys. The work is thorough and quite satisfactory all through the class. The 
reading is deliberate and intelligent ; recitation is very good ; dictation, tables, and arithmetic are good; and 
grammar and geography are equal to IV. and III. respectively in not a few other schools. 

Standard III. is a large class of 106 boys, with a junior and a senior division. The junior division has 
suffered from several changes of masters during the year, and is less exact and prompt in its work and move- 
ments than usual. The earnestness and skill of Mr. Kennedy, its new master, will soon, however, regain the 
lost ground. Reading, recitation, geography, and grammar are all classed good ; arithmetic, very fair; and 
writing, careless. More black-board work is needed, as is also the explanation of all geographical and his- 
4orical allusions that occur in the reading and recitation lessons. 
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Standard IV. contains 64 boys under Mr. Pardy’s charge, and shows evidence of a good year’s work. 
The reading is very good and intelligent ; the arithmetic is very good ; the writing and exercise-books are a fair 
average, but unequal ; dictation is under average ; instruction in geography and history dealing with South 


Africa and current events is interesting and graphic ; and the grammar is taught in a common-sense way. 


Standard V. of 75 boys is taught by Mr. Hawes, who is in complete sympathy with his class. The work 
is very good all through. Reading and recitation are fluent and expressive ; dictation and arithmetic are very 
good ; writing and drawing are satisfactory ; grammar, both analysis and parsing, is well advanced, and is taught 
in an intelligent and useful way ; and geography and history are quite satisfactory. 


Standard VI. is a class of 30 boys, rather weak in all subjects. The reading is not very good ; neither is- 
the composition ; the recitation is better ; copy-books and exercise-books are satisfactory ; drawing and map- 
drawing are very fair ; and arithmetic, grammar, and geography are good. 


Standard VII. is an excellent class of 80 boys under Mr. Ryder’s charge. All the work, except composi- 
tion, drawing, and map-drawing, is thoroughly satisfactory. History is excellent, and analysis and parsing are 
made to serve their end by teaching the boys to intelligently think out matters for themselves. 


The part-singing is again excellent, and merits special commendation. Due attention is given to drill and 
calisthenics. 


The attendance at VeruLtam Scuoor has risen from 85 to 116, and the work is again above average, and 
quite satisfactory. The amount of the capitation grant, £62 2s., is £9 6s. more than in 1888, though the rate per 
head has, owing to an influx of new pupils, fallen from 12s. 5d. to 10s. 8d. Out of 224 passes there are 
25 failures, 15 of them in arithmetic. Forty-six standard children and 19 infants gained the full pass, and 52 
in all were examined for the first time. The singing of the upper school is excellent, and the needlework is very. 
good throughout. Due attention is given to drill and calisthenics. The Infant department is well exercised in 
reading, writing, and mental arithmetic. The singing and action songs are very good ; but musical drill and 
kindergarten amusements are needed. In Standard I. reading, recitation, and tables are good ; writing on 
slates and in copy-books, very good ; and arithmetic, fair. Black-board drill is needed. Standard II. read and 
recited well ; showed one copy-book and three exercise-books each, all excellent ; readily defined and picked out 

* nouns and verbs ; and obtained ‘“‘ quite satisfactory ” for tables and arithmetic. The geography of this standard 
and of the two above it is marked “ natural” and “good.” Standard III. read well and recited with expression 
The Spider and the Fly and Lucy Gray. The copy-books and exercise-books are very neat, and the dictation 
and grammar are good, but unequal. In arithmetic a correct method of working was marred by frequent inac- 
curacy, and only “ very fair” was given for this subject. The writing, drawing, and dictation of Standard V. 
are very good. and the grammar and geography are good. The reading: and recitation, however, are wanting 
in expression, and are classed only as ‘“‘ moderate.” In the highest class of 17 pupils—Standards VI. and 
VII.—the recitation, geography, and drawing are excellent; the reading of the girls very good, and of the 
boys good; the grammar, writing, history, and dictation very good; and the composition, good. Six of 
the boys know Prop, 1 to 20 of the first book of Euclid, and work exercises in elementary Algebra. No- 
boarders have attended during the year. 


Mr. Graham resigned the mastership of Lapysmira Scuoor at the end of February, and was succeeded 
by Mr. McLaren, First Assistant in the Boys’ Model School, Maritzburg. At the date of the annual inspection, 
the 30th and 31st May, the attendance had risen from 82 to 132, and at the end of the year it had reached 192. 
Other evidences of the beneficial nature of the change are abundantly apparent. Mr. McLaren has done much 
to retrieve the position of the school; but it is not possible that the lee-way can all be made up before the 
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middle of 1890. The attendance of girls has risen from 18 to 52, and several private schools in the village 
have consequently been given up. The number of passes is 232, 98 of them invalid chiefly owing to the six 
months’ qualification. Eighty children were examined for the first time, and 47, including 10 Infants, gained 
the full grant. The capitation grant averages 6s. 6d., or 1s. 10d. more than in 1888. The average number of 
boarders in attendance during the year is three. Discipline, organisation, and singing are all excellent. 
Needlework, drawing, and drill are good. The Infants, Standard I., and Standard II. passed a most promising 
examination. Standard I. showed one copy-book and one exercise-book. Standard II. showed very good 
writing in both copy-books and exercise-books ; read clearly and intelligently ; recited well; and had made a 
beginning in drawing and in geography and history object-lessons. Standard III. gets only ‘“‘ moderate” for 
reading, but answered intelligently and recited well. The senior division is weak throughout. The children are 
intelligent ; but their powers seem hitherto not to have been cultivated. A good beginning is, however, now 
being made, and the master is grounding the pupils thoroughly in composition, arithmetic, geography, and 

history. 


The attendance at Greytown Scoot has increased from 80 to 84, and the “ good ”’ general work of last 
year has this year gained ‘‘ very good.” The passes are higher in value and in number—168 as against 149. 
There were 5 failures, all in arithmetic. Twenty-four children have been enrolled since last inspection. Fifty- 
three pupils, 14 of them Infants, gained the full capitation grant. The average capitation grant gained is 10s. 
1d. Only one boarder has attended during the year. The work in all the classes is even, intelligent, and 
thorough. The Infants and Standard I. obtained the highest mark “ excellent” for all their subjects, and their 
exercise books and needlework are worthy of special note. Standard II. is a dull class, but has been well 
drilled. The freehand drawing and the maps of this division and of the one above it are equal to Standard IV. 
in most schools. Singing, drawing, drill, and needlework are all classed ‘“‘very good.” The buildings and 
furniture are in good order, and the grounds are properly tended. 


The attendance at NEwcasTLE Scuoot is 89, the same as during last year. One half of these have been 
admitted since last inspection, and nine are boarders. Several advanced pupils left at the end of the year, and 
the average attainment of the school has consequently been reduced. The work throughout is, however, 
perfectly satisfactory. The intelligence, general information, and clear enunciation observable in all the classes 
deserve special note. The singing is again excellent. The six months’ attendance qualification accounts for 41 
of the 53 non-paying passes. Forty-two children, including 10 Infants, gained the full pass. The capitation 
grant averages 8s. 9d. 


The attendance at Ricamonp Scuoor is rising steadily. In 1887 it was 48, in 1888, 67, and this year, 
78. The work throughout is a good average and quite satisfactory—up to the standard requirements, thongh 
not much beyond them. Higher arithmetic, dictation, geography, history, and singing are again very good ; 
reading, grammar, and writing are good; and drawing, map-drawing, and needlework are fair. Sufficient 
exercise-book work is not given to the junior classes. The senior class is making good progress in Latin and 
Euclid. The total capitation grant is £39 18s., the same as last year, but the average rate—10s. 3d.—is 
slightly less, owing to an increase in the number of Infants. Thirty-four children were new pupils since last 
inspection, and 33 gained the full pass. An average of 9 boarders has attended during the year. 


Estcourt Scuoou is a model school in every respect. The work is modern, thorough, and markedly 
progressive, and the discipline is perfect without being obtrusive. For the second time not one pupil failed to. 
secure a pass, and in 23 instances an advance of two standards was made in the year's work. Only one of the. 
90 pupils was absent on the days of inspection. The number of passes has risen from 172 to 202, and the rate. 
of the capitation grant is 12s. 5d. as against 11s. 3d. in 1888. Sixty-six pupils, including 18 Infants, gained 
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the full pass, and 30 were examined for the first time. Part-singing and drawing are excellent ; and needlework 
and drill are very good. The highest class, both boys and girls, showed a good knowledge of elementary Latin 
and geometry. Mrs. Allardice, the Infant mistress, resigned early in the year, and was succeeded by Miss 
Wilson, formerly of the Durban Girls’ Model School. Her work is quite satisfactory. 


| The Headmaster, Mr. C. J. Mudie, has been provisionally appointed Assistant Inspector of Schools from 
the Ist January, 1890. 


Pinetown Scxoox has improved considerably since last inspection, and is now in a satisfactory condition 
both in point of attendance and of work. The number of pupils has risen from 68 to 90, 30 of them new 
pupils within the past 12 months. Thirty-five children, 5 of them Infants, gained the full capitation grant, 
which averages 8s. 8d. throughout the school. The singing of all the pupils is excellent, and the needlework 
good. The Infant class of 23 gave evidence of painstaking tuition. This class and Standard I. sang together 
with spirit and in excellent time and tune a well-chosen selection of songs. Standard I. read and worked their 
sums well ; got very good for dictation and writing, but only fair for recitation. The marks for Standard IL. 
of 13 pupils are :—Reading, very good ; dictation, recitation, and writing, good; and arithmetic and table, 
very fair. A beginning has been made in geography and grammar. Standard III. of 14 pupils is a good class. 
All passed well in arithmetic. Reading is a very good average ; recitation, writing, and grammar are all good. 
The 9 pupils in Standard IV. read fairly well, but recited badly, owing mainly to a want of knowledge of the 
meaning of the passages learned by heart. Arithmetic is good; grammar good but unequal ; writing and 

_home-work, a good average; and dictation, very good. Freehand drawing and map-drawing are poor. 
Standards V., VI., and VII. were examined as one class, Reading is only moderate—jerky and wanting in 
expression ; drawing is fair; recitation and grammar are good ; and dictation, writing, and home-work, very 
good. Composition is promising but unequal. The knowledge of the historical geography of South Africa 


shown by the upper half of the school deserves commendation. 


A class-room for Infants is urgently needed. 


The attendance at St. ANDREW’s ScuHoou has risen from 37 to 80. Thirty-five are Infants, and 50 are 
new pupils since last inspection. All the subjects are a little better than they were last year, but arithmetic is 


still under average. A beginning has been made in drawing. The capitation grant averages 4s. 8d. 


The attendance at Sr. Mary’s Scuoot has fallen from 145 to 128, Last year I reported—‘ The work 
of the Infants and of Standard I. is quite satisfactory ; that of Standard II. and upwards is under average. 
Arithmetic, grammar, and geography are weak; singing and needlework, good. Drawing is not taught. 
Regular black-board drill with frequent revision is the best remedy for this school’s chronic weakness.” These 
remarks apply equally to this year’s work. The contrast between the proficiency of this school and the sister 
one in Durban is very marked. Fifty-eight of the 170 passes are invalid, and again only 16 children gained 
the full mark, Fifty-one are new pupils since last inspection. The capitation grant, including that for Infants, 
‘averages 6s. 10d. 


ARCHBELL’s ScHooL maintains an attendance of nearly 100 pupils. The work is again careful and 
methodical, but the average result is lower than last year’s owing chiefly to a considerable influx of new pupils. 
Forty-five children were examined for the first time, and 18 gained the full pass. The average rate is 7s. 3d., 
as against 8s. 7d. last year. Reading is weak in Standards I., II., and III., but good in the others’; recitation 
is very good throughout; grammar is quite satisfactory in the upper classes but only moderate in the others ; 
geography is very good in all the classes ; and arithmetic is again good in Standards I. and II., but only fair 


in the others. Drawing from the flat and models is again excellent, 
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Miss Bucuanan’s nursery-school at the Vlei, Maritzburg, is attended by about 35 children, mostly Infants. 
The work, the singing, and the exercises are all satisfactory. The capitation grant averages 43. 6d. 


At Kguty’s Evenina Scoot the number on the roll is 33 with an average attendance of 20. Two- 
thirds of the number examined are new pupils since last inspection. The writing is again excellent; the 
-arithmetic has risen from good to very good ; and the reading and spelling from fair to good. Questions in 
mental arithmetic were readily and correctly answered, The capitation grant is 4s. 6d. 

CamMPERDOWN ScuHooL seems unable ever to attain to more than poor mediocrity. In my last report I | 
‘said Another year’s progress at its present rate will put the school on a level with other country schools.” 
This anticipation has not been realised, and the work and attendance are again much below average. The 
-attendance has fallen from 53 to 45, and the passes from 119 to 68. Of the latter number 33 are invalid—-19 
failures, 3 new, and 11 over-age. The capitation grant averages 4s, 8d. ; last year it was lls. Only 3 pupils 
gained the full pass as against 21 in 1888. The new master will have had time to make his mark effectually on 
the school before next inspection. | 

| York Scxoot has not reached its usual high average of attainment owing chiefly to the number of new 
pupils. The attendance is 48, 4 higher than last year’s. The number of passes is 126, the same as at last 
inspection, but the number invalid has risen from 29 to 59, and the rate of the capitation grant has fallen from 
13s. 4d. to 8s. 4d. Fifteen of the invalid*passes are failures ; 37 are new pupils; and 7 are debarred from 
passing by the age qualification. One failure is in English ; two are in writing; and twelve in arithmetic. 
Twenty of the children were examined for the first time, and 13 of the 48 gained the full grant. Drawing, 
recitation, and arithmetic are weak physical geography, grammar, and singing are very good; and writing is 
excellent. The senior class, both boys and girls, have begun Latin and geometry. Twenty of the pupils come 
from long distances to attend the school, and they board with private families in the village. 

The number of pupils in regular attendance at New Hanover Scuoor ‘has increased from 66 to 71. 
The results are not quite so even as last year’s, but the high average proficiency which has characterised the 
school for several years is well maintained. Attendance at school between the ages of 8 and 14 is compulsory 
on the children of all the German settlers, a fine of 2s. 6d. per pupil being imposed for every day’s unauthorised 
absence. About two-thirds of the children live at distances varying from 1 mile to 6 miles from the school. 
Geography, grammar, and writing are again excellent ; reading, recitation, arithmetic, and singing are good } 
and drawing moderate. Drill and needlework have not been taught hitherto, but results in both will probably 
be found at next inspection. Forty-six pupils gained the full pass, and 16 were examined for the first time. 
The capitation grant is 14s. 6d. ;.last year it was 16s. 1d. 

The master of the Noopspere Roap Scuoou was absent through sickness for about three months during 
the year, and though his place was taken by the resident clergyman the school has not made quite its usual annual 
progress. The attendance has fallen from 46 to 39, and the passes are both lower and less numerous, The 
dictation is moderate ; the grammar weak ; arithmetic fairly good ; and reading and recitation good. Seventeen 
children gained the full pass, and only 6 were examined for the first time. Twenty-one passes are invalid—12 
failures, 1 new, and 8 over-age. The capitation grant averages 11s. 

The annual examination of Howick Scuoon was very disappointing. Mr. Fleming, the master, resigned 
at the end of June, and his place was taken by Mr. R. H. Oldfield, from Camperdown School. The attendance 
has fallen from 79 to 51, and the proficiency of the pupils is much under the usual average. Neglect on the 
part of the teacher is apparent in every subject. Mr. Oldfield describes the school as thoroughly disorganised 
and without discipline when he took it over on the 1st August. Fifteen children gained the full pass. The 


capitation grant amounts to £20 l1ds., and averse 8s. ld. Last year the corresponding figures were 43, £47 
2s., and 11s. 11d. 
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The school-house at Wiuer Fonrein has been repaired, and the school-room is now airy and commodions.. 
The attendance is again very irregular owing to the children being frequently required for farm-work. In spite of 
this the work is again satisfactory, and betokens painstaking and methodical instruction. Five children gained 
the full pass, and 3 were new since last inspection. The capitation grant averages 8s. 3d. The singing is very 
good. There is no instruction in needlework. 


Horewe vt Scuoot is a success. The attendance has risen from 18 to 28, and the fixed grant has been 
increased from £36 to £50 a year. The passes are also more numerous and higher than those of last year. 
The capitation grant is £17 14s., with an average of 12s. 7d. per pupil, as against £5 8s. and 6s. respectively 
in 1888. Eighteen children gained the full grant, and 10 were new since last inspection. Mr. Halliday's 
work is painstaking, intelligent, and free from wearisome routine. Arithmetic, dictation, reading, grammar, 


writing, history, and geography are good ; singing and needlework are fair. 


The attendance at Ixoro Scuoor has risen from 29 to $3, and the work is better throughout, though the 
results are still below average. Reading, recitation, and singing are again good ; arithmetic, grammar, and 
geography have advanced from weak, moderate, and failure respectively to very fair ; and drawing and needlework 
are fair. Seven of the pupils were examined for the first time, 9 are Infants, 9 gained the full pass, and the 
capitation grant averages 7s. 8d. Last year the grant was at the ratg of 7s. 


The Dursan Wesueyan Inrant ScHoo. meets a want at the East end of the town and at the Creek. 
~The attendance has risen from 185 to 148, and the work, except in arithmetic, is again quite satisfactory, though 
somewhat marred by an amount of noise and talking which is excessive even for an Infant school. Eighty-one 
children, including 59 Infants, gained the full pass, and 79 were examined for the first time. The capitation 
grant averages 7s. 3d. per pupil. Twenty-one childien passed well in Standards over II., but in conformity 
with the intimation in last year’s report, no grant was paid for their work. 


The attendance at St. Josgern’s Scnoon has risen from 250 to 268, one-half of them Infants. At 
present no boys over Standard III. are admitted. The improvement noticed last year is again apparent all 
through the school. The Infants and Standards I. and II. are equal to those of any other school in the 
Colony. These two standards gained excellent for their reading, recitation, writing, and arithmetic, and very 
good for tables, grammar, and geography. Standard III. got excellent for reading, recitation, exercise books, 
and geography, and very good for dictation, grammar, drawing and needlework. Standard IV. is classed 
excellent for reading, recitation, and exercise books ; very good for drawing, geography, and needlework ; and 
fair for dictation. Standards V., VI. and VII. are marked fair for history ; good for reading, recitation, 
grammar, composition, and Latin roots ; very good for geography and arithmetic; and excellent for drawing, 
needlework, dictation, and exercise books. Of the 382 standard passes made, 25 are failures, 38 new, and 17 
over-age. Full passes were gained by 191 children, 106 of them Infants. Eighty-seven children were examined 
this year for the first time. The capitation grant averages 9s. 2d. . 


The attendance at Appineton Scuoot keeps at 70, but the proficiency of the pupils is under that of last 
year. More black-board drill is needed. Writing, geography, and needlework are only moderate ; reading, 
recitation, grammar, and arithmetic very fair; and drawing excellent. There is no singing. Fifteen of the 
71 children examined gained the full pass, and 27 were examined for the first time. The capitation grant 


averages 6s. 4d. ; last year it was 8s. 5d. 


On the Berea Roap Sonoot I made the following note in the Report for 1888.—‘‘ The present mistress 
is an excellent teacher, and she will probably soon raise the school to its former good standard.” I have not 
been disappointed. The attendance has risen from 38 to 107, and the average work throughout is quite 
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satisfactory. The singing, calisthenics, reading, and writing of the 56 Infants are all very good. The children 
are well drilled, and the order is excellent. Besides the ordinary pass subjects, Standard II. showed good 
geography and grammar. The recitation and grammar of III. are very good, and IV. and V. showed intelligent 
work in everything. The needlework is promising. Eighty-two of the children were examined for the first 
time, and 22 gained full passes. No fewer than 71 passes are nullified by the 6 months’ attendance qualification, 
and the capitation grant is in consequence low—6s. 6d. per pupil. Another assistant is required to do justice to. 
the children. 


The passes at SypenHam ScwHoow are fewer and lower than in 1888, and the attendance, which is 
irregular, has fallen from 60 to 52. The committee takes no interest in the school, and the assistance noted as 
needed in last report has not been provided. No beginning has yet been made either in singing or needlework. 
The work of the school, though a fair average, is below its usually good standard. The reading, spelling, and 
writing of Standards I., II., and III. are good. Except in Standard VII., the recitation is too fast and 
expressionless. Tables are only fair in the lower classes ; drawing is good throughout ; compositionin V., VI., 
and VII. is good ; and arithmetic is well and carefully taught in all the classes. The copy books and exercise 
books average good, but are unequal ; and map-drawing is very good. The number of paying passes has fallen 
from 108 in 1888 to 79, and the capitation grant from 10s. 9d. to 9s. 1d. Nineteen of the 52 children gained 


the full grant, and 17 were examined for the first time. The grounds are untidy, and the school-room is dirty 
and out of repair. 


The attendance at New Germany Scuoot has risen from 32 to 44. Twenty-five pupils are new since 
last inspection. The number who gained a full pass is 10, and the capitation grant averages 8s. 7d. The 
corresponding figures for last year are 11 and 10s. The whole work evidences careful and methodical instruc- 
tion. Singing is excellent; reading, dictation, and geography, good; writing and exercise-books, fair ; 
grammar and drawing, promising ; and arithmetic, weak. There is no needlework. 


WestviILLE Scnoon, I fear, will not exist much longer. The number at inspection has gradually fallen- 
from 27 in 1884 to 12 in 1889. The population in the immediate neighbourhood, all Germans, does not seem 
to increase, and the Government school at Pinetown and the Lutheran school at New Germany meet the wants. 
of children farther afield. The work of the master is, as usual, painstaking and intelligent. Only 8 of the- 
12 children examined have been over a year at school. Seven are under 6 years of age. The rate of the capita-- 
tion grant has fallen from 11s. 1d. to 2s. per pupil. 


The opening of a-rival school at BrLLair has caused the attendance at Miss Chapman’s aided school to- 
fall from 86 to 29. The work, however, is better, though still under average, and the number of invalid passes. 
has fallen from 26 to 6. The rate of the capitation grant has risen from 6s. 4d. to 8s. 6d. Seven children. 
gained the full pass, and 14 were examined for the first time. In the lower classes the arithmetic is weak and’ 
the recitation mechanical. Dictation is unequal and averages only moderate ; drawing is very good ; geography 


is good, but writing and grammar are weak. There is no needlework. 


Steady improvement is again seen at the Tonaaar Scuoon. The attendance—43—is slightly below 
that of last year, but the work gains a higher average. Geography and history have evidently been, made- 
interesting to the children. Three pupils are new since last inspection, and 10 of the 43 are Infants. Twenty- 
two gained the full pass, and the grant averages 11s. 2d. a head. The corresponding figures last year were 
17 and 9s. The building has been enlarged and improved during the year, and both it and the grounds are- 
patterns of neatness. Singing and drill deserve a word of praise. 
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The attendance at New GueLpERLAND Scnoor has averaged 28 for the last 3 years, and the number of 
passes has been respectively 59, 59, and 60. The work, however, is much better.than it has ever been before. 
Last year there were 14 failures and only 7 full passes ; this year there are no failures and 18 full passes. The 
average capitation grant has risen from 7s. 6d. to 11s. 4d. Six pupils were examined for the first time, and 
7 are Infants. Everything connected with the school is quite satisfactory. 

The school at Dozssune, a few miles north of Stanger, is now an established success. The attendance 
has risen from 17 to 26. The work throughout is methodical, neat, and intelligent, and the progress of the 
children is quite satisfactory. All the pupils are German or Dutch. Ten are new since last cuspect bli ; 7 are 
Infants ; and 5 gained the full pass. The capitation grant averages 8s. 1d. 

The attendance at Umpumuto Scuoou has fallen from 21 to 12. Little attention has been paid to 
English during the year, and the school has not succeeded in drawing to it, as I had hoped, any English, German, 
or Dutch children. All the pupils are the children of Norwegian missionaries. Only 21 passes were made, and 
of these 15 are invalid. One child made the full pass, and 2 were examined for the first time. The capitation 


grant averages only 3s. There is a little elementary geometry, algebra, Latin, German, and drawing. 


The attendance at Umzinro Scuoor has risen from 27 to 80. The number of paying passes is 31, five 
more than in 1888. One boy is well advanced, but the other children are below average. Ten are new pupils, 
and only 4, the same as last year, gained the full pass. The capitation grant averages 6s.2d. Reading, writing, 
arithmetic, and recitation are weak. 

The regularity of attendance at Marsure Scuoox is improving, but it is not yet satisfactory. Thirty-two 
children out of 36 enrolled were present at the annual inspection. All are Norwegians. Reading and recitation 
are again good, writing is again fair, and arithmetic is again weak. More black-board drill is needed. The 
results on the whole are better than last year’s and sufficiently encouraging. Only two children are new pupils 
since last inspection. Thirteen gained the full pass, and the average capitation grant is 9s. Last year the 
corresponding figures were 4, and 7s. 7d. 

The average attendance at Hermannssure Scuoot is 44—slightly better than that for last year. The 
proficiency of the pupils is under average owing to 10 of the senior pupils having finished their schooling shortly 
before the annual inspection, All the pupils are Germans, and 26 of them, the children of Lutheran missionaries, 
are free boarders. The day pupils pay 5s. a month each. Enough attention does not seem to have been given to 
English during the year. There are three teachers, all trained in Germany, but only the head master is con- 
versant with English. Singing is again excellent, and drawing is again very good. Writing and geography are 
good, but arithmetic is under average. The girls are taught house-work and needlework, and the boys work at 
the lathe and in the fields. There is no drill. The total number of passes is 97, of which 18 are invalid. The 
numbers in 1888 were 110 and 16. Twenty pupils gained the full pass, and 12 were new since last inspection. 
The average capitation grant is 10s. 9d. Last year it was 13s. 5d, 

The attendance at Mr. Muirhead’s school at Gur Exvanp has risen from 15to17. One child is German ; 
the others are Dutch. All speak their own language at home and elsewhere when possible. Ten board with the 
master. The work throughout is again painstaking, thorough, and intelligent. Six children gained the full 
pass, and 7 were examined for the first time. The average grant is 9s. 11d. 

A school was begun at Caro Ripae about 18 months ago. It has been under inspection since the 
beginning of the year. Mr. Paglar was in charge till the end of June, when he was succeeded by Mr. McGowan, 
who after three months’ trial gave place to Mr. G. Schulze, formerly master of the aided school at New Germany. 
Atthe date of inspection none of the children had been in attendance for 6 consecutive months, and accordingly 
no capitation grant was earned. Only one pupil reached Standard V. in the three subjects, and one, Standard 

IV. The character of the work however augurs well for next inspection. 
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The school at WEENEN was put under the charge of Mr. Van Rhijn, a Hollander, in October, 1888, and 
& grant was given from July, 1889. Thirty-four children—17 boys and 17 girls—were present at the inspec- 
tion in April. The number in attendance has since decreased to 22. Except three, all the children are Dutch 
or German, very backward in their schooling, and densely ignorant of everything outside the cup-like depression 
in which they live. 


A school was begun in January at Tue Reserve, 10 miles W. of Ladysmith, by Mr. A. Graham, for- 
merly of Tongaat, Estcourt, Dundee, and other aided schools, and now master of the New Leeds School. Of 
the 15 pupils who attended, 5 were withdrawn at the end of June for farm work, and the school had then to be 
given up, and a private tutor employed. 


For some years past the school at New Lregps has been under the charge of a non-certificated teacher, 
and no Government grant could, in consequence, be given. Mr. Graham took over the school on the Ist July, 
and a grant of £60 a year was given contingent on a minimum attendance of 80 pupils. I examined the 
school on the 11th September and found everything satisfactory. The children had manifestly been intelligently 
taught by the former teacher, Miss Handley. No capitation grant is given, as the school had not been under 
inspection for six months at the date of my visit. 


The school at Couenso has received a grant of £40 a year since the Ist July. The attendance averages 
17, and the children are backward but promising. Only two are over 12 years of age. The work, as far as it 
goes, is good throughout. 


A school was begun on the Ist August at the Lower Umaeni by Miss Garnock, one of the assistants in 
the Girls’ Model School, Durban. Thirty-three children were present at the inspection on the 24th October. 


The work is poor, but promising. Five children passed III. in English and writing, and II. in arithmetic. IT 
expect to see a good school at next inspection.

This school closed at the end of last year with 10 day scholars—all the boarders having rum away; the 
end of this year finds it with 11 day scholars and 10 boarders. So that it has just regained the position it held 


at the commencement of 1888, and having 8 more than it commenced working with in February, 1887. 


The school-work during the year has been perfectly satisfactory. Under the teaching of a native man the 
scholars have made good progress; what they can do will be seen by reference to the table of examination 


results. 


No industrial work beyond what was necessary to complete the Superintendent’s house, has been done 
during the year, as during the first term there were no boys to do it, and the uncertainty of the school being 
continued made it undesirable in the second term to commence any new work ; about 24 acres of mealies have 
been planted, more would have been got in but some of the oxen died, and in the uncertain state of things it 


was not thought desirable to buy more. 


The working expenses of the school for the year have been £425, which after deducting £27 fees paid by 
the boarders leaves an actual cost of £889. 


Balance Sheet as shown by the Superintendent is as follows :—

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Taking the average number of boys from the time the school has been open at 20, this makes an average 


cost of £22 18s. 6d. per child per annum. 


The present probability of any material increase in attendance is very small—in the course of two or thre 
years it might grow to 40—the annual expenses cannot be less than £450, and if the school is to be carried on 
as at present, an immediate extra expenditure of £250 must be incurred for oxen, wagon, kitehen, repairs to road 


and other items, and a probable further annual expense of £50 for contingencies. 
I do not consider the school worth this annual expenditure of, say, £500. 


Under these circumstances I think it would be best to engage a native teacher to conduct the school as a 
day school, at a salary of £50 or £60 per annum. Let him try to gain the sympathy of the neighbouring people 
in his work, and secure a good attendance of children if possible ; if after two or three years it be found that the 
school has materially increased, an extension of the school in the direction of a boarding and industrial school 
could be made—if not, close it. 


Were it not for the value of the stone and brick buildings, which would have to be abandoned, I would 
recommend the immediate closing of the school, feeling certain that much better results could be secured else- 


where for the same amount of money. 


As to the cause of the utter failure of this place as a school, I think it is partly owing to the bad 


situation. 
It would have been much better if further from town. 
It should have been in the centre of one large tribe instead of at the junction of three, as here. 


There does not appear to have been any desire on the part of the people to have a school in their neigh- 
bourhood. I spent some time visiting the kraals in order if possible to find the reason of the children being kept 
from school, and was told in almost every place that they did not, nor ever had wished their children educated. 
That when the school was first put up they had gone in a body and told the Superintendent that they did not 
wish for a school and would not send their children, and from the very first they have kept their word. 


When I urged them to send their children, the reply I got was :—‘ Our Chiefs are the mouthpiece of the 


‘Government to us; we have not been told by them to send the children, and until we are so told we shall not 
‘send them.” 


As a boarding school, the school suffered considerably through the circumstances which led to the running 
away of the boarders last year, and it has taken it the whole of this year to regain the confidence of the natives. 


There is also the fact that most of the boys whe care to go to a boarding school are the children of 
Christian Natives. Their parents are connected with some religious society, and most of these societies make 
provision for the education of their own people, and very naturally endeavour to keep them in their own schools. 


In the face of these things I can but regard the continuation of the school on the present lines 8 


unadvisable, 


Should it be decided to reduce the school to a day school as suggested, the new and immovable buildings 
would be quite large enough for the purpose, and the original buildings, which are movable, could be used i 
starting an educational centre as suggested in the Minute attached to this report if thought advisable.

Government grants in aid have been made to 63 Native schools during the year, all of which, with one 
exception (Emangweni), have been inspected ; this is an increase of seven schools for the twelve months ending 
December 31st, 1889. 


The seven new schools are “ Spandekron ” (a branch of the Gordon Memorial Mission) to receive a grant 
of £24, from April Ist; “ Hartebeestefontein” (on the Upper Tugela) £20, from April Ist; ‘St. Luke’s 
(Girls’), £20; ‘St. Matthew’s,” £12 ; “St. Mark’s,” £12 (branch schools in connection with St. Luke’s 
Mission Station, Umzimkulwana), from July Ist ; ‘ Ihluku” (a branch of the I[kwezi-la-Maci Mission Station, 
near Harding) £12, from October Ist ; and ‘ Donnington (a branch of the Georgedale Station) £20, from 
October 1st. 


Grants in aid have been increased during the year to seven schools, as follows :-— 


Gordon Memorial, from £60 to £84, from April Ist. 
Spring Vale, from £24 to £40, from July Ist. 

High Flats, from £15 to £30, from July Ist. 
Amanzimtote Primary, from £24 to £40. from July Ist. 
Georgedale, from £15 to £30, from July 1st. 

Hope Vale, from £12 to £20, from July Ist. 
Ikwezi-la-Maci, from £30 to £40, from October Ist. 


None of the grants in aid have been withdrawn during the year, nor have any been decreased in amount ; 


a few of the schools will require to be considerably improved, if this record is to be repeated next year. 


The usual Annual Returns, furnished by the grantees, show the total number of school children on the 


Registers to be 3,307, with an average daily attendance for the year of 2,491, as compared with 2,902 and 
2,005 respectively for last year. 


Two thousand six hundred and seventy-six children have been under examination this year, and the way 
they have acquitted themselves is satisfactory, The removal of the boys as soon. as they are old enough to go to 
work, just when they are beginning to make progress in school work, is not only very disheartening to the 
teacher, but makes the standards passed appear to be unfairly low. A reference to the table of Examination 
results will give a bird’s-eye view of the actual position of the different schools.

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NOTES ON THE SCHOOLS. 


EKUKANYENI. 


This school is in a very unsatisfactory condition. The school-room is small and unsuitable. The attend- 


ance is very poor, averaging under 16 for the year, and the results secured are very low. 


At the examination of the school on the 7th June, there were 31 present; but it was evidently a special 
gathering, many of them not being on the register. 

I failed to get a subtraction sum done by any one in the school. The girls are tanght sewing, and five of 
the boys a little printing ; cleaning the paths is all else that is done of an industris] character. 

I regard the present grant as being disproportionately high, and unless a decided improvement takes 
place, shall have to recommend a reduced grant in aid. 


ST. ALBAN’S. 


Has improved somewhat during the year, having increased from 16 to 28. It is in good working order. 
Two of the boys are taught carpentery (together with 4 others who do not attend the school, but get a little 


instruction in the evening). 


A new dining-hall for the school has just been built, the woodwork of which was done by the school boys. 


The great difficulty in the way of industrial work here, is getting the work to do. Three boys are taught 
printing, and the rest keep the paths and garden clean. This school should have at least twice the present 
number of scholars. The grant is, for the number attending, too high, but the probable “ grading of the 


schools ” will adjust this matter. School work proper has made fair progress. 


ST. ANDREW’S (SPRING VALE). - 
Was under inspection on 5th April ; when, out of a total of 53 on the registers, there were 46 present. 


This school is worked in two departments (primary and infant), the first is taught by a European 
young man, the last by a Native young woman ; but in both departments the discipline was very unsatisfactory, 
it being impossitle, but with a few exceptions, to obtain answers to the questions put. The teacher (present one) 
is not, however, to blame for this, as he has but recently arrived. An improvement has probably-been effected 
by this time. 

There is a workshop connected with the school, where, under European teaching, a few of the older boys 
are taught a little tinsmithing and rough carpentery. The poverty of the Natives around, and the heavy cost of 
transport material, will make industrial work on this station a very difficult matter. 


The boys who are not employed in the shop keep the school grounds clean, and cultivate the gardens, and 
girls are taught sewing. 
HIGHFLATS. 
This is a girls’ boarding school, under the personal supervision of a European lady (Miss C. M. Fox), and 
appears to be doing useful work ; most of the children are young, which is the explanation of there being no 
high standard passes. 
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The girls have to attend to all the housework of the home, and to cultivate a small garden. Sewing is 
taught to all. 


There were 85 present on the occasion of my visit (April 6th), out of 37 on the register. Full terms have 
been kept ; the premises are fairly large, and, on the whole, I am pleased with the school, and think it has a 


future of useful working before it. 


ADAMS’ TRAINING SCHOOL (AMANZIMTOTE). 


At the time of my visiting this school, there were 46 boys on the school register, in addition to which 
there are 6 boys who are apprenticed to the carpentering, they board in the Institution and attend the evening 


classes. 


The boarding arrangements are under the care of Rev. Mr. and Mrs. Noyes, and the cleanliness and good 
behaviour of the boys reflect great credit on them. The boarders pay an annual fee (in two terms) varying from 
£3 to £5. 


The school work proper, is under the direction of Mr. Noyes, assisted by a European lady (Miss Day), and 
two Native teachers, and the progress made is satisfactory. 


Four of the boys are taught carpentery (which with the 6 apprentices makes 10), and three are taught 
printing. The rest of the boys are engaged every day in keeping the extensive garden grounds of the school in 
good order, and, in turn, doing the necessary work of the home. 


I was much pleased with what I saw here, and if a larger number of the boys were receiving industrial 
teaching, there would be little to find fault with ; but that out of a school of 46, there should be but 7 receiving 
the benefit of the workshop which receives an annual grant in aid of £100, is, in my opinion, a grave fault. Nor 
do I approve of the system employed here and in other places in the Colony, of farming the school, giving the 
grant in aic—the shop, tools, and boys—over to some person to make what hecan of them. The tendency of the 
system is against the purpose of the grant, as it is not reasonable to suppose that the boys will be employed on 
any work that is not profitable. 


I am aware that the cost of materials and skilled supervision make any other method of working a very 
difficult matter for the school manager, and on this, as well as other grounds, I am of the opinion that if it be 
thought desirable to give the Native youth a thorough knowledge of different trades, that ca could be best 
gained by the establishment of a central industrial institution. 


AMANZIMTOTE PRIMARY. 


At the time of my visiting this school there were 47 children on the Register as against 96 returned last 
year ; the explanation of this decrease is that it was found impossible for one man to look after more than fifty 
scholars, and as there were no funds from which to pay an assistant, no effort was made to induce a larger 
attendance than the number I found attending. An increase has been made in the grant since my visit, and 
already the attendance has risen to 81. - 


This school is calculated to act usefully as a feeder to the Traiuing Institute on the Station. 


The school work is fairly satisfactory, but as most of the children are very young it is not possible to have 
any industrial training. Keeping the paths clean round the school, and the Mission Cemetery in good order, is 
all that is at present found practicable. 


Tree-planting will probably be commenced next summer. 
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ST. MARGARET’S HOME 


still keeps on at its small bnt useful work. Some of the children are very young, but all as they are able ar 
taught the general housework which a boarding school provides. It is a pity that more children cannot be 
secured, as there is accommodation for a few more than the 15 at present forming the School. Sewing, anda 


little gurdening, is done by all. 
INANDA SEMINARY FOR GIRLS. 


This is by far the best school of its kind in the Colony, and is a credit both to the Society to which it 


belongs, and the persons who have the management of it. 


There are at present 70 girls of different ages and stages of advancement upon whom Mrs. Edwards is 
endeavouring, with great success, to impress, both by example and precept, the dignity of labour, the advantages 
of education, and the excellence of Christianity. A few more such schools in our midst would go far to 
raise the next generation very much above the level of the present. From 6 a.m, till 9 p.m. these girls have 
*‘ something to do,” and the activity and cheerfulness with which they go about their work, the neatness end 
exactness of the way in which the work is finished, and the home-like character of the relationship which 
teachers and taught sustain to each other, combine to make up something well worth seeing. -\ phase of the 


‘Education of Native girls ” is here presented, with which he must indeed be hard to please who is not satisfied. 


In addition to ordinary school work these girls cultivate (even to the ploughing) about 12 acres of different 
kinds of food, sowing, clearing, and reaping it as the season goes round ; washing, ironing, sewing, fancy work 
of different kinds ; the making of bread, jams, jellies, and preserves of excellent quality—(the bread made by 
one of the girls the morning I was with them was, both in appearance and taste, first rate)—together with all the 
necessary details of house cleaning, go to form an apprenticeship to “ better things ” that will be a life-long 
blessing t> the girls. 


In the school good work is being done, as will be seen by the results of examination. 


THE UMTWALUME SCHOOL 


was inspected on 27th April, when there were 74 present out of a total of 77 on the register. Under the tuition 
.of two Native young men the school is doing good work, full terms have been kept, and the average attendance 


for the year (56) is, for a Native school, very satisfactory. 


Fair progress has been made, though the removal of the children as soon as they are old enough to go 0 


service prevents the attainment of any high standards. 


Very little of an industrial character is attempted. The boys have made and burnt about 10,000 bricks 
during the year for a new school house, and kept the school grounds clean, besides planting a few fruit trees. 
The school is in a good locality for the cultivation of coffee, and it would be a good thing if a block of five or six 


acres were taken in hand by the school ; it would be useful work for the children, and in a short time pioves 


source of revenue to the school. 


At the 
AMAHLONGWA SCHOOL 


a constant changing of teachers, the difficulty of any direct and constant European supervision, and the isolated 
pozition of the school, have made anything like satisfactory progress almost impossible. Under the circum 
stances, as much has been done as might have been expected. Twenty-seven children were presented lor 


examination. The usual path-clearing is all that is done of an industrial character. 
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The 
IFAFA SCHOOL, 


though a very small one, is in a satisfactory condition, so far as the children themselves are concerned. 
The school is held in the church, which is, however, almost without furniture. 


Children are smart and attentive, and the teacher capable. 


No industrial work of any kind is done, beyond a little path-cleaning, and sewing taught to the girls. 


These small schools, though having but little about them to attract attention, are nevertheless doing a 
good work, leading the Natives in isolated places to appreciate the advantages of education, and eventually 
becoming feeders to the higher and better schools. The multiplication of such very small schools over the whole 


‘Colony will do much towards the mental improvement of the people as a whole. 


The inspection of the 
IFUMI SCHOOL 
swas held on May 2nd, when all the children on the School register (31) were present and acquitted themselves 


in a satisfactory manner. 
The School is taught by a Native man, who holds a Government certificate. 
The School Room, a new stone building, is spacious and cool. 


No industrial training has as yet been found practicable. The boys keep the grounds clean, and the girls 
are taught sewing. This is as much as can be accomplished among the smaller schools with the funds 


available. 
UMZUMBI PRIMARY. 


Here I found +48 children gathered for inspection (on April 25th) out of 53 on register. They were 
clean, well-behaved, and intelligent. 


School premises are substantial, cool, and fairly furnished. 


This School is designed to act as a feeder to the ‘‘ Home,” and the girls are removed thither as soon as 
they have made a little progress in school work. This accounts for the few passes in the higher standards, 
Full terms have been kept, and the progress is satisfactory. About 24 miles of station roads are kept excep- 
tionally neat and clean by the children. The School is under the direct supervision of the Rev. H. M. 
Bridgman, and is doing useful work. 


The 
UMZUMBI HOME FOR GIRLS 


is a large, well-provided Boarding School, under the personal management of two European ladies. 


The school rooms are spacious, and well furnished with every school requisite, where the girls, looking 


happy and intelligent, are fast learning a great deal of useful knowledge. 


The “ Home ” is a large two-storeyed building, comfortable in every part, and capable of accommodating 


several more than are at present on the books. 


The variety and extent of the household duties in connection with this establishment furnish the girls 
with a splendid opportunity of qualifying themselves for usefulness in the future, and after passing through the 
course of instruction here provided, these girls ought to be able to do any work that a Native girl could m 
fairness be asked to do. 
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There were 47 girls presented for examination, which is all at present on the books, and, as will be seen by 
the table of examination results, they acquitted themselves satisfactorily. Kindergarten and singing are taught 


to the younger classes, to which exercises the younger ones from the adjoining Primary School are bronght in. 


The 
UMZUMBI RIVER SCHOOL 


is & persevering effort under discouraging circumstances to lead the Natives to avail themselves of educational 
advantages with but as yet very unsatisfactory results. There were 21 present when I inspected them (Apzl 
26th). 


Everything is very elementary as yet. Three children passed in Standard II. in everything, and foor in 
Standard I. 


The School building is in a very dilapidated condition, and requires immediate attention. Mr. Bridg- 
man’s attention was drawn to the state of things, and I expect to find on my next visit that the matter has 
been attended to. 


From the number of kraals in the vicinity of this School (which is about three miles up the river from the 
Station) there ought to be more children attending, and in passing I called on some of the people and urged 
them to see to their children being sent, which they promised to do. 


The 
INANDA PRIMARY SCHOOL 


has done good work in both departments during the year. The infant department has a very able Native 
young woman as teacher, and the teacher of the older children, though not so efficient as his predecessor, i, 
nevertheless, an intelligent and praiseworthy young Native man, and I expect to find on my next visit that good 
work has been done. 


About three-quarters of an acre of land has been planted by the boys with different kind of trees, and they 
have to keep the grass cut short, and the roads kept clean. The girls are taughf sewing. 


MAPUMULU SCHOOL 


still keeps up its credit as one of our very good schools. Good work has been done during the year, and 
the average attendance has been satisfactory. There were 60 present on day of inspection (August 29th), 
and the results of examination prove that the teacher (a Native man) is the right man for the place. Under 
the direction of Rev. C. Holbrook, the boys have been engaged in making a piece of road about half-a-mile long, 
together with various agricultural labours. 


A carpenter’s shop has been built, and some of the older boys will have instruction in carpentery give? 
during the coming year. The girls are taught sewing. 


The 
IMUTYANI SCHOOL 


has improved considerably since my last inspection. Mr. Holbrook has been able to give the teacher § 
little personal oversight, and the result is seen in the progress made. There are but few of the Native teachers 
who can keep themselves and their school up to anything like a fair standard apart from European supervision. 


Thirty-four children were present for examination, and acquitted themselves creditably. 


No industrial work is attempted here. The girls are taught sewing. 
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GROUTVILLE STATION SCHOOL 


is doing good work still, There were 81 present on day of inspection, all neat and clean. 


The school is taught by two Native young men, under the general supervision of Mr. A. Christie, who has 
charge of the Station. No industrial work is attempted beyond keeping the school grounds and cemetery in 
good order and the girls are taught sewing. More than this, with the present resources, is impossible. 


Full school terms have been kept, and the average attendance has been satisfactory, the absences being 
generally accounted for by the boys having to go to service for a month or two to provide themselves with decent. 
clothing. - 

GROUTVILLE KRAAL SCHOOL, ETEMBENI, 
is in a very unsatisfactory condition just now ; through constant changing of the teacher (this through the high 
wages offered at the Gold Fields, has been a constant trouble among the schools this year.) There are some 
42 children attending the school, of whom 31 were present on day of inspection (June 26th). 


No industrial work beyond path cleaning. 


I urged upon Mr. Christie the desirability of getting the children to plant, if only one acre of sugar cane, 
and am hopeful that something of the kind will be done. 


GROUTVILLE KRAAL SCHOOL, ENKUKWINI. 


Very little is doing here just now, the trouble of the change of teacher is felt here very much, but a general 
state of demoralization appears to prevail in the neighbourhood of this particular school, which of course re-acts 
on the children. Some five-and-twenty children are gathered from day to day—quite an infantile lot—and the 
best is done by the Superintendent of the Mission that he can. A new system of working these branch schools 
of this Station is about to be tried, which I trust will succeed, or the grants will have to be withdrawn from two 
or three of them. 

HANGU’S SCHOOL. 


This is the third of this group, and though a little better than the other two, is still far from being in a 
good state. 


It is simply the question of £ s. d. among the small schools—they are entirely dependent on the Govern- 
ment grant for the teacher’s salary, and no teacher worth having can be got to stay on forthe small amounts 
these little schools get (£16 13s. 4d. per annum in this case). 


If a closer European supervision could be given these schools, it might be found possible to work them 


with pupil teachers, who would be content with such a salary. 


GROUTVILLE MISSION SCHOOL—GROUTVILLE MEMORIAL, 


was inspected on June 26th, when there were 53 present (as against 27 on last visit) out of a total of 58. 


With a few exceptions, the children were decently clothed, all were very clean, and the schoolroom and 


surroundings neat and tidy. 
Good progress has been made during the year, the improvement in translating being specially marked. 


As yet, nothing of an industrial character has been found practicable. Sewing is taught to the girls. 
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UMYUNDWINI SCHOOL. 


This school is doing fairly well under its old teacher. Progress has been made during the year, and 


generally the school is satisfactory. 
Mental Arithmetic and Geography have much improved. | 


Nothing beyond the usual cleaning-up is done. 


As a feeder to the Station School this school will be found useful, I feel sure. 


The 
UMSUNDUZI SCHOOL 


is doing fairly well under its old teacher, Bontjes. 
There were 40 present when the school was examined. 
Both the children, school, and surroundings were clean and neat, 
School work is progressing as well as can be expected. 
The agricultural work referred to in my last report is still being carried on. 


I noticed that several of the coffee trees have died during the year through drought, though both the coffee 
and fruit trees, and garden generally. seemed well looked after. 


ESIDUMBINI SCHOOL. 


The censure I had to pass on this school last year has been taken to heart, and an effort made to put 
things to rights—an effort that has not been without success. 


Both in attendance and progress made I was glad to notice improvement, and now that a European is to 
be placed in charge of the Station I have no doubt of the school progressing favourably. 


The neighbourhood is thickly populated, and with attention, a very useful school should be secured at this 


place, and I am hopeful of some useful industrial work being found practicable. | 
ITAFAMASI SCHOOL. 


This School is far from satisfactory. The teacher left in September, and for want of a more suitable 
‘person a young Native woman was placed in charge. This change of teachers, coupled with the fact of the 
children being required for agricultural purposes at home, has led to a great decrease in the attendance. Out of 
.a total of 34 there were only 18 present for inspection. 


As might be expected under such circumstances, very little progress has been made. The gentleman in 
charge of the School has promised to do his best to secure a suitable teacher by the commencement of the New 
Year. 

Should an improvement be not secured, it will be necessary to recommend a reduction of the grant in aid. 


No industrial work proper has been attempted as yet. 


The 
NOODSBERG SCHOOL 


still plods along, and while without any pretensions to greatness, does useful work among the children of the 
Makolwa living in the neighbourhood. 
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The teacher has left, induced by the offer of higher wages, but under the charge of his sister, who has had 
a very good education, it will keep up its character, I think. 


HERMANSBERG. 


This School has improved during the year; a better system of teaching has been adopted, and more 
energy thrown into the work. If this is continued, the stigma that has long rested on this school for slovenly 
working and little work done will be removed. 


No industrial work proper has been attempted as yet among the boys ; the girls are taught sewing. 
I expect to be able to report “ better things ” of this school next year. 

ETEMBENTI. 
I am glad to be able to report a slight improvement in this school. 


There were 21 presented for examination, with 26 on the register. Four of the absentees had had to go 
to service owing to the scarcity of food. The average daily attendance has been 21, as against 16 last year. 


Still the School is a long way from being what it ought to be. 


It seems a pity that after giving to the Mission Stations reserves of land from four to six thousand acres 
in extent, with the apparent object of providing them with scope for working, that sufficient authority cannot be 
brought to bear to secure the attendance of the children of school age. Such attendance might surely be made a 


condition of residing on the Reserve. 
The School children here are employed in the cultivation of the land, and the girls learn sewing. 


NEW HANOVER SCHOOL 
has also improved slightly. 


The same difficulty is present as of old—the want of a suitable teacher. I was pleased to hear that there 
was a probability of this long-felt want being shortly supplied. 


There have been some addition’ made to school furniture and working materials, and as there has been 


some slight improvement, I would recommend the continuance of the grant for another year. 
Rev. D. Ottman is now giving two hours’ personal tuition daily, and increased progress may be effected. 
A little gardening by the boys, and sewing by the girls is done. 


OSCARSBERG. 


I visited this school on October 21st, and am pleased to report that satisfactory progress has been made 


-during the year, both in numbers and school work. There were 39 present, as against 19 on my last visit. 


This is a girls’ boarding school, though 8 boys receive instruction in the day school. It is under the 
direction of two Swedish ladies— Baroness Possi and Miss Jonatonson—and is doing a very good work in an out- 
of-the-way neighbourhood (Rorke’s Drift). 


The girls have all the household work of the home to attend to, and sewing is taught to all. 


The boys help in any work that may be doing on the premises—stone-walling, garden work, &c. 


Handwriting in the school is very good. 


An additional room has been built, and for the present an extra teacher is employed. 
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This school was inspected on October 14th, when there were 42 present, out of a total of 68 on the rll 
There would have been more, but owing to the scarcity of food, and the very limited funds at his disposal, the 
Superintendent (Rev. Reibeling) has been compelled to allow 20 of his scholars to take employment with 
Europeans. I have been pleased to hear the general testimony of employers as to the industry, honesty, and 
respectful behaviour of the Native youth of both sexes from this station; from what I saw I can endorse this 
testimony. From sunrise until 9 or 10 p.m. the boys and girls are kept at work. The different agricultunl 
operations connected with the cultivation of over 100 acres of land, and the quarrying and dressing of stone, 
together with the various building operations that are being constantly carried on, occupy every spare minute in 


the interim of school work. 


All the boys are taught a variety of useful occupations. Some of them cut down trees in the bush, and 
saw them up into scantling and boards for building purposes. Others make bricks, and help to lay them, while 
others, again, are taught plastering, stone-cutting, or general carpentry, &c., &c. The interest taken by the 
boys in the work that has to be done, and their readiness to work hard and long, day or night, is something 
unique in my experience, and has to be seen to be properly realised. It is a pity that the Society with which 
this school is connected does not give it more hearty support. I do not know any school in the Colony more 
worthy of all possible assistance. Taking into account the amount of money at disposal, and the very difficult 
circumstances under which everything has to be done on this station, I have no hesitation in saying the results 


here are greater than at any other school in the Colony. 


A large two-storied huilding (with underground tanks for the storage of mealies) has been put up (there 
are 60,000 bricks, besides a deal of stonework in it), the roof is on, and the walls plastered. The floorng- 
boards are being planed and laid down as fast as they can be got from the sawpits in the bush. The windows 
and doors are being prepared by the boys in the shop, and very shortly it will be finished, Another similar 
building is to be erected, but for the present has to remain in abeyance while the crops are being planted. 

The school work proper is satisfactory, though as most of those who have left the school to seek 


employment were the more advanced ones, the standards gained are not high. 


Mr. Reibeling had commenced a branch school on the other side of the Reserve, but unfortunately, through 
a mistake in the boundaries of his reserve, had placed it on private grounds: It has had, of course, to be 
removed, and besides the loss of time and labour, Mr. Reibeling has been involved in a considerable pecuniary 
amount as damages claimed for trespass ; this is very disheartening, but with the indomitable energy that 13 
characteristic of the man, he is planning the making of bricks, to build a school room just on bis ow 


& 


reserve grounds, and I expect on my next visit to be called upon to inspect his new school. 


GEORGEDALE. 

I examined the school on November 6th, and was pleased with what I saw. The children are progressilg 
satisfactorily under a very intelligent Native teacher, and bid fair to be a credit to themselves and to the school. 
A new school-room has been put up of wood and iron, spasious, well ventilated, and well provided with school 
appliances. The children have planted a number of trees, and this will be continued ; it is about all in the way 
of industrial work that can be done. The girls are taught sewing. 


DONNINGTON. 
This is a new school of at present some 25 children, with a probability of a slight increase during the ye. 
Everything about it is, of course, very elementary, but I have no doubt it will be a centre of usefulness, * i 
is under the direction of Rev. J. Allsopp. Some tree planting will, I hope, be commenced next year. 
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EDENDALE TRAINING INSTITUTE. 


This school is doing very satisfactory work under the able management of Rev. W. Baker. I have 
inspected it twice during the year, and on both occasions, was perfectly satisfied with what was being done. The 
attendance during the year has increased from 29 in March to 40 at the close of the year. Very satisfactory 


progress has been made in all branches of school work. 


Kighteen of these boys receive (about 8} hours per week) instruction in carpentry, wagon making, and 
blacksmiths’ work. They are not taught either trade, as apprentices to learn it thoroughly, but are given a 
general and fair knowledge of all three, so far as work obtainable will permit. The other boys, beside all the work 
connected with the Institute, such as chopping wood, bringing water, cleaning the school grounds, &c., have each 
a small plot of ground to cultivate. 


Everything is exceedingly clean and orderly, and if accommodation were provided for another 40 boys, and 
that number of extra scholars secured, it would be all that could be desired as a first-class Native Training 
School. 


The present system of farming out the shops is not a good one (though it has answered satisfactorily here 
so far), there is the danger of the boys being kept to that particular work which pays the owner of the shop best, 
and not having a more general knowledge of the trade taught. The results secured at the examination of the 
boys were very satisfactory, as the attached table shews. The translating, handwriting, and Grammar, were very 
good. Mental Arithmetic was fair. 


EDENDALE PRIMARY. 


Out of a total of 78 on the books, there were 69 presented to me for examination on March 6th, the most 


of whom acquitted themselves very well. 
The school is well provided with furniture and appliances. 


It is under the supervision of Rev. T. A. Chalker, but taught by a Native young man, who thoroughly 
understands his work ; he is assisted by two Native boys, and the school work is satisfactory. 


It would be of advantage if the higher classes could be taken into the adjoining Institute—thereby giving 
them the advantage of European teaching, and giving the teacher of this school more time to attend to the 


younger ones. 


I am hopeful some change of the kind may be made next year, as I have urged it upon the gentleman in 
charge. 


Nothing .beyond keeping the roads clean is attempted in the way of industrial training among the boys. 
The girls are taught sewing. 


The 
EDENDALE GIRLS’ TRAINING SCHOOL 


is a very small day school, taught by Miss Tarboton. Its special object is to train Native females as teachers 


(four of these girls presented themselves at the Teachers’ Examination in January). 


A much larger attendance would probably be secured, if arrangements could be made for boarding them. 
Hitherto this has been found impracticable, but there seems some hope of an effort being made in that direction. 


Everything about the school and the scholars was scrupulously neat and clean, and the needlework of 


various kinds, crotchet, knitting, and other fancy work were very well done. 
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- With such excellent European teaching as this school is provided with, it is a pity that 15 is all that cau 
be secured. | 


The 
INDALENI SCHOOL 


was under inspection on 3rd April, 50 were present out of 52 ; total on the books. The teacher, a Native man, 


holds a Cape Colony certificate. The buildings and appliances fairly adequate, and the children smart and well 
behaved. 


Good work is being done, and fair progress has been made during the year. 
No industrial work is done. 


The girls are taught sewing, and the boys “clean up.” 


KLEINFONTEIN. 


This school is held in the church, and ample accommodation is afforded. A fair amount of school 


furniture is provided, and the progress made is satisfactory. Quiet steady work is carried on, and will be a 
blessing to the children in the future. 


Anything more than the usual “ keeping things clean” is impossible here. The girls learn sewing. 


At 
DRIEFONTEIN SCHOOL, 


there were 27 children present, neatly dressed, and well behaved. The teacher (a Native) appears to be a 


Suitable person, and the results gained compare favourably with our best schools. 
The intelligence shown in the reading was very pleasing. 
Manual labour, as represented by a little weeding, and making a few bricks is taught at times. 


The girls are taught sewing 4 hours per week. 


CEDARA (WESLEYAN). 


I inspected this school on 28th May, and was very well satisfied with what I saw. 

There are 45 names on the books, of whom 35 were present. 

‘The teacher is a certificated Native man, and is well qualified for the post. 

Everything about the place was remarkably clean, and the discipline in the school first-rate. 


Nothing of an industrial character is procurable here ; but as an elementary school it is one of the best of 


its size we have. 


CEDARA (SCOTCH CHURCH). 


This is a small school of 24 children, of whom 17 were present when visited on May 28th. There would 
be more attending here, but it is only some 14 miles to the school of the same name above referred to. Between 
the two schools, the educational requirements of the neighbourhood are well provided for, and, I would add, well 
appreciated. 


The work here is not so good as in the previous school ; still, useful knowledge is being imparted. 
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SCOTCH TRAINING SCHOOL, PIETERMARITZBURG. 


This school labours under the disadvantage of an irregular attendance ; the parentage of the children is 
of a very mixed character—many of them are utterly careless of their children’s interest in the matter of educa- 


tion, and the children are allowed to have their own sweet will abont going to school. 


The teacher (Mr. Taylor) does his best to secure their attendance, and those who come regularly have made 
progress. 
The Mental Arithmetic and Geography of the two higher classes was exceptionally good. 


There are 57 names on the school books, of whom 54 were present for inspection. 


The surroundings of this school will not allow of any manual or industrial work being taught. 


NEW GERMANY. 


This school is steadily working on, under its Native teacher, and the children appear to be making fair 
progress in the ordinary school work. The constant removal of the elder children to take service prevents any- 
thing like high standards being secured, but I find that, having obtained an insight into reading, writing, and 
figuring, the boys and girls carry these things on in their leisure moments. 


As far as opportunity offers the boys here are taught a variety of useful things—fencing, plastering, a 
little woodwork, besides having garden crops to cultivate—enough to make them very useful lads on a farm. 
‘The girls are taught sewing. 


The 
IMPOLWENI SCHOOL 
continues to hold its position as one of the best we have. It has none of the fine buildings that mark some of 
our boarding schools, but for good honest work it is equal to any we have. The proprietary rights possessed by 
the gentleman in charge (Rev. J. Scott) over the lands occupied by the Natives belonging to the Station enable 
him to secure a regularity of attendance that goes far to secure this progress in school work ; still credit is due 
both to Mr. Fraser and Naphtali Kumalo (the teachers) for the very satisfactory state in which the School is at 


present. 


It is contemplated building a large boarding school at this Station, and already a carpenter and wheel- 
wright shop is being proceeded with. When these arrangements are completed the very best schools we have 
will have to look to their laurels. 


So far no industrial training has been attempted. The girls are taught sewing, and the boys keep the 
place clean. There is a small girls’ boarding school in connection with this school, at which, under the 
management of two European ladies, some fifteen girls are taught the ordinary housework belonging to such a 
school, in addition to usual school work. 


GORDON MEMORIAL. 


The official inspection of this school was made on 18th October. All the children belonging to the 
school (93) were present, clean and well-behaved. 


Very good work has been done during the year, and the school is one of our best; the credit of this is 
greatly due to the teachers, Mr. and Mrs. Moodie, who are the right kind of persons for the work. 


Printing on a small scale is still carried on. 
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Spelling in this school is the weak point. Translation is good, Grammar and Geography fair. 


Outside the school, the boys, who are mostly boarders, cultivate some five or six acres of land under the 
direction of a white man, whilst the girls are instructed in the Home under the careful surveillance of the Misses 


Lorimer, in general housework, sewing, &c. 


Increased accommodation for the boarders in the Home has been provided by the erection of a good-sized 


wing, used as a work and reading-room. 
Both Dr. and Mrs. Dalziell are indefatigable in their effort to make the whole mission a success. 


A carpenter’s shop will probably be in full swing very shortly, as a European mechanic has been engaged, 


the shop tools were already there. 
KOENIGSBERG. 


This school, which is situated at the foot of the Drakensberg, about 41 miles from Newcastle, was 
inspected on September 28th. Out of a total of 64 there were 60 present on day of inspection. 


All of them were cleanly dressed, and well-behaved. 


There is no regular shop work done in connection with this school, but the children who are old enough 
are employed in the erection of any outbuildings that have to be put up, together with dry stone walling, brick 
making, garden work, &c., and so get an insight into many useful things. Many of the boys who have grown 
out of the school have built themselves upright houses, clean and comfortable, and neatly, though simply 
farnished. 


The Church, a fine large building, was erected very nearly entirely by the Mission boys, under Mr. 
Prozesky’s supervision. 

On this Station no idleness is tolerated, everyone has to work ; the consequcnce is a cleanliness and 
activity everywhere most gratifying. 

With the school work proper, I was particularly pleased, no “ parrot-like repetition of grammatical rales,” 
for Grammar has not yet been fairly commenced, but everything else, including a knowledge of common things, 
was very satisfactory, and reflects great credit on those in charge of the school. The readiness with which the 
elder children gave the reason for the different processes in Arithmetic, and the general absence of the too 
common merely routine work were very pleasing. The remainder read very fairly in Zulu. This is a most 


deserving school. 


The 
UMPUMULO SCHOOL 


is not what it might be by a long way. There is not enough attention paid to the subjects set down for 
instruction, No interest appears to exist for anything beyond reading and writing Zullo, with a little arithmetic, 
the attention of the Superintendent has been drawn to this matter, and promises of improvement have been made. 
There are a goodly number attending this school, and if more energy were displayed it might be a very useful 


school. 
No industrial work has as yet been done. The girls are taught sewing. 
IK WEZI-LA-MACI. 


This school is in a very satisfactory condition, the results obtained on examination are low, but accounted 


for, partly, by the removal of some of the scholars at Christmas, and partly by an epidemic of measles and 
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whooping-cough, which has seriously interfered with the working of the school this year. Most of the children 


are young. The teachers are fairly capable, quite enough for the present attainments of the scholars. A 
carpenter’s and a blacksmith’s shop are connected with the school, in which I saw several articles of school 
furniture, just made, for the branch schools connected with this Mission. Yokes, a cart, and sundry plough 
repairs, were also shown me, the work of boys connected with the school. The whole is very practically over- 
looked by Rev. S. Aitchison, and his wife, who has taught the girls sewing and fancy needlework, much in 


advance of what is generally met with, together with household duties of various character. 


The 
ITHLUKU SCHOOL 


is a small branch school connected with the Ikwezi-la-Maci Mission Station, and is situate: about 5 miles from 
Harding. 


There are 20 children at present on the books, who are taught by an intelligent Native man. Everything 
is, ag yet, exceedingly elementary, the school having only recently been opened. But the school will supply a 
want, and may yet grow to better proportions. 


I have often been astonished at what information has been gained in some of these small unpromising 
schools, and am convinced they have already done much useful work. The support of these smaller centres of 


learning is, in my opinion, very important. 
No industrial work has been attempted yet beyond keeping the place clean. 


HOPE VALE. 


This school is badly situated. The few children who attend come from a long distance, and the people 


who live near seem unwilling to allow their children to attend. 


There are only 18 at present on the roll. 


A lean-to has been built on the end of the school for a carpenter shop, and the boys have planed some 
boards for school furniture. 


The girls are taught a little sewing. 


The school is in charge of a Native man, who does his best, but the position of the school, and the want 
of funds, will prevent anything like extensive working. 


ST. LUKE’S SCHOOL FOR BOYS. 


This is a boarding school, with an attendance of 40, of whom 32 were present on the day of inspection— 
April 17th. 


Taught by Rev. W. E. Booker, assisted by a pupil teacher, with the household department under the 
supervision of Mrs. Booker, the school exhibits an activity and general smartness that is gratifying. 


Five of the boys are taught carpentry under the instruction of a practical Native teacher, and some very 
good work is produced. 


The well-being of the boys, physically, educationally, and morally, is carefully looked after, and considering 
the short time the school has been in working, its present state is a credit to the gentleman in charge. 


The boys not working in the shop are engaged in the cultivation of garden crops, which are used for food 
in the school. 
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ST. LUKE’S GIRLS’ SCHOOL 


is a small boarding-school connected with the St. Luke’s Mission, under the care of Miss Fynn. The numbers 
as yet attending are but small (23), but the school has only recently been opened, and I expect there will be an 


increase in numbers shortly. 


The accommodation in the way of forms, desks, &c., is somewhat scanty, but as a grant in aid has been 


given to the school this year, that difficulty will soon cease to be. 

The speciality of this school is the straw hat making. The hats are of a serviceable character, and well 
shaped withal. Quite a fashion for hat wearing has been developed, and the hats are readily disposed of as soon 
as made. Sewing, and a little fancy work, is also taught. 


The whole is under the supervision of Mr. Booker. 


Full school terms have not been kept this year ,by the schools connected with this centre on account of an 
epidemic of a somewhat aggravated character rendering the closing of the schools necessary, but fair progress has 
nevertheless been made. 

ST. MARK’S. 

Situate some five miles from St. Luke’s, is another of its branch schools. It is at present held in the 

house of the chief (Duga Fynn), and is overlooked by the chief’s wife—a pleasing instance of official interest in 


educational work. 


Nineteen children attend it regularly, and with a little pains the school promises to be the nucleus of a useful 


work. ’ 
All but four of the children are under the Standards. 


These small schools are already influencing the Native mind in the neighbourhood favourably, and two 
applications have already been made to Mr. Booker to commence schools in other places. The want of funds 
has, however, prevented him doing so; but I am hoping that before long he may see his way to accede to these 
requests. 

ST. MATTHEW’S 


is also a branch school connected with St. Luke’s Mission, and is situate some six miles from it. 


At the time I visited them the children were being taught in a Kafir hut, but since then a suitable house 
has been put up, and this will no doubt benefit the school, as the hut was not at all suitable for the purposes of 


.a school. 


Some 20 children were being gathered together, and instructed by a Native young man who was not the 
man for the work. A more suitable teacher has, however, been secured. The whole thing is, of course, as ye 
wery elementary. 

MARIANNHILL, 
I inspected this school on 4th December, when there were 182 present (88 boys and 94 girls). 


I was pleased to notice a decided improvement among the elder boys. More attention is being given t0 
English Reading, Writing, and Grammar. A tendency to hurry on to the more advanced Arithmetic, before § 
thorough grounding has been given in the elementary rules, was evident, and attention drawn to it. To work 
sums in Vulgar Fractions before being able to total up the items in a Bill of Parcels or work a Long Division 


sum is somewhat misleading as to the attainments acquired. 
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English has been commenced among the girls, and though as yet but very elementary, I think progress 
will be made next year. 


The industrial work of both schools is very satisfactory, both in quantity and quality. 


SACRED HEART. 


Out of a total of 51 children on the school register, there were present on the day of inspection (June 4th), 
37. 


A new staff of lady teachers has been secured for the school, and the progress made since last inspection is 
very satisfactory. On the occasion of my last visit, there were none of the children equal to any of the Standards. 
There were, on this occasion 5 who passed in Standard IT. in Reading and Writing, and 3 in the same Standard 
in Arithmetic; 9 in Standard J. in Reading; 10 in Standard I. in Writing; 9 in the same Standard in 
Arithmetic, This, after allowing for the introduction of an easier Standard than previously existed, still leaves 
good work evidenced. The appearance of the children, school-room, and surronndings, was all that could be 
dlesired, and the discipline in the school good. There are four lady teachers inthe school. The children are taught 


sewing and basket-making. 


It is in contemplation to erect a building for the purpose of a boarding-school at this place. 


ST. FRANCIS XAVIER. 


This school is composed of a mixtnre of races: English, Half-breeds, Zanzibari’s, and 1 Zulu. 
There are, in all, 59 children attending it, of whom 56 were present on day of inspection (September 19th). 
The school is taught by two Sisters, and is working satisfactorily. 


There is no regular industrial work done, but the manual instruction is fairly varied, the children keep | 
in regular cultivation, under the supervisoin of a European, about 6 acres of bananas, mealies, and other crops. 
There is a Native carpenter, who, with the assistance of a few of the elder boys, has'put up some five or six wood 
and iron dwelling-houses for the people belonging to the Mission, thus giving them a slight insight into the use 


of tools. 
The girls are taught a variety of sewing and straw-plaiting. 


The school work is satisfactory. 
VERULAM. 


I found on the occasion of my inspecting this school (June 3rd), 31 children present out of a total of 40. 
‘Of these, 4 were below the age prescribed by the Law. 


This school has still the trouble of wanting a good teacher, the young man who was teaching having left. 


The advancement made by the scholars since last inspection is passable, though not good, the frequent 
-change of teachers which has marked the history of the school is the cause of this, and it will be well if special 
effort be made to secure a permanent teacher. 

No industrial work of any kind is taught. The boys do a little gardening, and the girls are taught sewing. 


Premises and children were neat and clean. 


HARTEBEESTEFONTEIN SCHOOL. 


In the early part of the year an application was received from the Native chief Newadi, asking for a grant 


in aid of a school he was commencing in the neighbourhood of Acton Homes. 





U 72 NATIVE SCHOOL REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1889. 
: 
On visiting the place, I found that a number of Christian Natives, who had purchased a farm between 
them, were so anxious to have their children educated that they had already secured the services of a European 
teacher, and were building a school-house and teacher’s quarters. 


Since then the building (brick, with thatch roof, 60 < 22 xX 12 feet) has been completed, and the 34 
children at present composing the school are being taught in it daily. It is well furnished and provided with all 
requisites for good working, and as a school is in a very satisfactory state. 


The chief takes a great interest in the school, to which he sends two of his sons as boarders. When I 
was there last he came to meet me, and called a meeting of his people to hear what I had to say. Among other 
things I pointed out to them the need for a wire fence round the school to enclose about an acre of land, in 
which the boys could cultivate garden produce and plant trees, as without it the goats would destroy anything 
that might be grown. When I had done speaking, he turned to his people, and pulling out his purse, said, 
‘This matter must be attended to, and that at once. There’s my subscription. What are you each prepared 


to give?” And in half-an-hour the “fence” trouble was got over. 


I am glad to know that there are several chiefs in the Colony who, like this one, are interesting them- 
selves in the education of their people, and am convinced that wherever such interest is manifested it will be well 


to give them a liberal assistance. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


There has been a marked improvement in the manner of teaching the different subjects, in most of the 


schools during the year, 


Reading is made to mean more than tbe correct pronunciation of words, pains are taken to make the 
children understand the meaning of the lesson as a whole, and the freeness and correctness of the translating in 
most of the large, and a few of the smaller schools, evidences a satisfactory knowledge of the meaning of what is 
read. There, is however, a tendency to hasten on to the higher standards of reading books—that it will be well 
to check. Our English reading books have in them so many figures of speech, historical allusions, and involved 
sentences, all foreign to Native thought, that one standard will provide if thoroughly taught, two years’ 


good work. 


Grammar, including Analysis, is being more generally and intelligently taught, and where it is treated 
properly appears to be a popular subject with the children. I regard this as a very important part of our school 
work, not that it is so very important that a boy should know that ox is a noun, or that rune is a verb, but these 
Natives are so wanting in powers of comparison or analysis, that the process of reasoning which has to be gone 
through to decide whether “that” is an adjective or a pronoun, or to recognise the relations to each other of the 
different parts of a sentence, is of the greatest value as developing and strengthening their mind in its weakest 
but most useful parts. 


Writing being a mechanical and imitative exercise, is generally well done, in many cases extremely well. 
Composition is an almost unknown quantity. I should be glad te see every teacher giving special attention to 
this subject, as while we have huudreds of Natives who can write a very good hand, there is not one in fifty of 
them who can put a letter together, even tolerably well. 


Arithmetic is on the whole satisfactory, though the reasoning underlying the different processes is very 
seldom explained, A better grounding in the elementary rules would be an improvement; there is too much 
hurrying towards the advanced and showy. Scores of boys there are who will rattle through a sum in vulgar 


fractions, but who look very blank when a sum in rule of three or Practice is given them. 
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Geography is as yet very elementary, little more than pointing out places, very little idea of relative 
positions, distances, or sizes seems gained. 

A history and map of Natal are much needed, as very little is as yet known of the Geography of our own 
Colony. ; 


In most of the schools singing by note (sol-fa) is taught, and the children soon acquire a very good 
knowledge of it. 

There are a number of small schools where from want of funds the teaching power and school appliances 
are very poor; far removed from civilized life, and with very little European supervision ; with these’a consider- 
able elasticity has to be allowed in applying the tests and rules required in the better schools, yet I have 
frequently been astonished with the progress that is made by some of the children in these unpromising places. 


During the year I have carefully examined all the Native aided schools we have ; acquainted myself with 
their surroundings, and as far as possible traced the after effects of their education on those who have gone out 
from the schools—a better test of benefit gained than the mere examination in school—and I have no hesitation 


in saying that our educational work is rapidly improving the Native character. 


A fast growing and already very general appreciation of the benefits learning confers, a constantly 
deepening dissatisfaction with the customs and modes of living of their forefathers, and a very respectable 


number of young men and women, who already possess a fair education, are facts which speak for themselves. 


True, the transition state from barbarism to civilization in which these people are found to-day is not 
altogether satisfactory. There is much that appears forward, conceited, and insolent, but it is not fair to 
expect to jump in a single generation from barbarism to refinement, and the objectionable features referred to 
are not unfrequently the natural exuberance arising from a consciousness of new power, or an outward attempt 
to do “the correct thing,” and not unfrequently the direct result of evil example set by Europeans. It is a 
noticable fact that the farther removed from the larger centres of European civilization the more respectful, 
industrious, and obedient the partially civilised Natives are. 

The comparatively small extent of our operations, the difficulty of securing a better attendance, and the 
desirability of a somewbat altered system of working are specially referred to in the attached minute. 

__ I have been pleased to notice the improvement in cleanliness of person and dress, the children generally 
appearing neat and clean. The soldier’s coat, tattered and torn, seems discarded, at least on inspection days. 
Here and there a cotton sheet has to do duty as a complete suit, but generally speaking very little complaint in 
the matter of dress is deserved. 

An examination of Native candidates for Teachers’ Certificates was held in Pietermaritzburg on January 
15th, and Durban, January 22nd. 

Twenty candidates presented themselves for examination (16 males and 4 females). Of these 13 were 
from Edendale, 2 from Amanzimtote, 1 each from New Germany, St. Paul’s Night School (Durban), Umzumbi, 
and Umtwalume, and 1 private pupil, The examination was in writing, from subject papers, and the result was 
1 (from Edendale) obtained a first class, 4 obtained a second class (two of these were from Edendale, 1 from 
Amanzimtote, and 1 from Umtwalume) ; 1 (from Edendale) a third class certificate. From the character of the 
papers it is evident that enough attention has not been given to the science of teaching. 

An Examination of Candidates will be held in 1890, on the following dates, at the following places, viz.: 
Durban, January 14th and 15th ; Pietermaritzburg, January 21st and 22nd.

MINUTE ON NATIVE EDUCATION. 


I think the time has come when the education of our Native people should be taken in hand on a mnch 
wider scale than at present, and submit the following outline of what I think might be done. 


Before doing so, I would express the opinion, that for the small amount we are at present spending we ar 
receiving the most satisfactory returns. Utilising the missionaries, we obtain a European supervision free of 
cost, and are thus enabled to cover a much larger surface than we otherwise could do. In all our educational 
work among the Natives the Missionary is an important factor ; he is constantly, both by example and precept, 
urging upon the Natives in their home life the advantages of a better state of things. His own honest upnght 
life is a constant lesson. What the value of the Missionary to our work from a financial point of view is, may 
be seen in the fact that while the annual average cost per. child inspected of the 2,67 6 connected with mission 
work is £1 3s. 2d., the average cost of the children at the Zwaartkop School is £22 18s. 6d. For the money 
we expend we may congratulate ourselves on the results secured ; much good work is being done which cannot 
but have a beneficial effect on the Natives. But—we have to face the fact that out of a probable population of 
20,000 children of school age (this is on the very low computation of one child for every twenty adults, in a 
gross population of 400,000), we are reaching at present but the very small number of 3,000. 


Assuming that the argument, “it is the duty of the State to educate the people,” is based on the fact that 
a man or woman is made more useful to the State by the sharpening of intellect that is the result of education— 
assuming this, and the instincts alike of Humanity, Political Economy, or Christianity suggest that every 
possible effort should be made to give to all our Natives these advantages. It is to the benefit of the Colony a 
large that as soon as possible they should be placed in possession of anything that is calculated to improve their 
mind and character, and thus make them more useful both to us and to themselves ; and the amount to k 


expended is, therefore, not so much a question of what we owe the Native as what is due to ourselves and our 


children. 


The fact must not be lost sight of that in this matter we are dealing with a barbarous and ignorant people 
and that it will be better to lay a broad foundation, covering as wide a surface as possible, even though we have 
to build somewhat slower, than to force an unnatural growth in two or three years. What I think ought to be 


aimed at is a general low average of excellence, rather than the distinction of a few. 

What should the scope of our educational work be? I would define it as being to qualify the Native 
youth for the effective discharge of their probable duties in life. These, for the present generation of school 
children, are those connected with the stable, kitchen, nursery, wagon, or farm. A few will rise higher than 
these things, will become teachers, mechanics, clerks, &c.; ample provision for the more advanced instruction 


these will require already exists. 


What is needed for the present, at least, is the multiplication 01 the elementary schools, where an education 
equal to the requirements of, say, Standard V. could be conferred, A network of such schools, that would 
practically cover the Colony, would be of more value at this preliminary stage, than a few advanced a4 
showy centres. As the requirements increased, these schools could be improved by the employment of a better 
class of teachers, and so keep pace with the advance of the people.

Whatever may be said in this connection in favour of teaching the use of tools—and a great deal msy

said—the fact remains that a certain amount of preparatory educating of the thinking and observing fsculteé 


necessary. 
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‘If the mind is confused or feeble, and defective in method, so will the product be, at every stage of its 
process, and in its most completed form.” This is true; hence, the first great need of the Native is, the help 
that school-teaching is calculated to give; having obtained this, he will the more readily, because more 
intelligently, acquire the knowledge of any handicraft that may be taught him, and having learned it, make the 
better use of it. 


The inculcation of habits of industry, is a very important part of school work to a people so predisposed to 
laziness, but this in a very effective degree is quite possible without the teaching of any handicraft, and a trade 
may be taught without making the boy industrious. 


There is a great deal of difference between industry and industries; the former is, in my opinion, the more 


important of the two for this people. 


The necessity for industrial training of the youth in European schools, arises greatly from the fact that the 
unskilled labour market is overcrowded, and a knowledge of some trade is necessary to enable a man to secure 
employment. Here the circumstances are totally different—we do not need a class of uneducated Native 
mechanics, what we need is intelligent manual labourers, who are willing to perform the duties of the different 


departments of labour already referred to in an intelligent manner. 


It is an open question whether putting into the hands of a Native the means of rapidly becoming wealthy 
is conferring a real blessing on him—the demoralising result. that followed the suddenly gained riches 
during the Zulu war would seem to point in the opposite direction ; to a Native the value of money is the cattle 
it will buy, and the value of cattle is the wives they will purchase. The instincts of generations of barbarism 


are ag yet too strong in our Natives to make it a blessing to them to become wealthy all at once. 


The carrying out of an enlarged system of education as suggested, involves of course the question of £ s. d. 
I am of the opinion that doubling the amount of the present grants would enable at least twice the present 
number of children to be reached ; by the opening of new branch schools, and in other ways, and as far as I 
have been able to aseertain, there would be a willingness on the part of the Missionaries to give the increased 
attention these would require. This would still leave large portions of the Colony untouched—for these I would 
suggest the employment of three or four Europeans, I would put these in the more thickly populated parts of 
the Native locations, where the people were desirous of having their children taught. Put up, say, four 
small schools, each with its own Native teacher, at a distance of, say, three miles, in different directions round 
each European’s residence, besides the one at his home, and let him visit these schools in turn, taking one day 


in each per week—and giving a general oversight to everything in his own circle. 


Each of these centres would have at least 250 children, and would cost about £450 per annum, made up 
in this way : European’s salary, £200; five Native Teachers at £40 ; and £50 for incidental expenses ; besides 
this, there would be the initial expenses of the erection of the building, say, £400 for each centre. 


If one such centre were started each succeeding year, we should soon cover the grounds that the Mission- 
aries were unable to cover. In this way, by increasing our annual expenditure to say £8,000, we should have 


under regular instruction (even if we had but one of these centres) somewhere about 6,000 children. 


The amount may at first sight appear a large one, but if the result be looked at from all points it will be 
seen to be none too large. 


There is the other difficulty of securing the attendance of the children. 
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I am pleased to see so many of the Native Chiefs taking an interest in these matters. This will go far} | 
surmount the difficulty ; but so long as we content ourselves with saying to them: “ You may have schoosif _ 
you like, we do not compel you—we offer you the advantages of our educational system, which you may accey 
or decline as you choose ; and do not say to them you must be industrious, and you must be taught whether 
you wish it or not. You must leave your idle and beer-drinking habits and work with your hands, and in tim | 
with your heads.” So long as we do this the attendance will be unsatisfactory. If boys and girls under 1f 
were prohibited from taking employment unless they could produce a certificate of having attended school for 
three years, or having attained a certain Standard, say Standard IV., a much better attendance would bk 
secured. | 

A suggestion has been made to me that the chiefs should be told that no successor to the chieftainship 
would be appointed unless possessed of sufficient education to conduct all official correspondence in writing, and 
it was claimed that in the interests of their children if this were done the chiefs would at once send their sons to 
school, and that the school being thus patronised by them would at once become popular. The suggestion isin 





more ways than one a good one, and worthy of consideration. 


Direct compulsion has its objections, though the principle of compulsory education is of course nothing 
new, and no unfair demand would be made if we were to say to these natives: We expect you to give your 


children the benefits of education, as thereby you are doing yourselves as a people the greatest good. 


If the object of the industrial teaching be to give the Native boys the opportunity of thoroughly learnng 
different trades, then I am of the opinion that a much better system than the present would be to establish m 
some central situation a large and ouapneualee industrial institution, where carpentry, wagon making, 
blacksmithing, leather working, and perhaps printing would be taught under practical business managers ; the 
boys to be indentured for three or four years ; no boy to be received until he has passed, say, Standard V. in 


School work. 

The present system of working the industrial training in connection with the ordinary school work is for 
many reasons objectionable, the cost of necessary buildings, trade teachers, very limited demand for work to be 
done, transport and waste of material, make anything like practical teaching of any trade almost impossible, and 
the separation of the two would be a step in the right direction.

1. The Indian Immigrant School Board has the honour to present, for the information of His Excellency the 
Governor, and to be laid before the Legislative Council, the following Report on the condition of Indian Schools 


during the year 1889, to which is appended a statement of the amounts received and expended by the Board 
during the same period. 


2. During 1889 twenty-seven Schools have been under inspection, viz. :—

The Board Schools are maintained at the expense of the Board. The Aided Schools have received grants vraying 
from £12 to £72. 


8. The third Board School at the Tongaat was closed owing to a properly qualified Teacher not bemg 


obtainable. The School has been re-opened as a grant-in-aid School under the management of the Rev. 
Canon Booth.

Of the twenty-seven Schools in operation in 1889 four were new, and two Schools in operation in 1888 were not 
re-opened. Four Schools have been closed during the year. The Inspector reports that more Schools might 
have been opened if competent teachers had been available, and recommends that trained men be obtained from 
India ; the Board however does not see its way at present to undertake the pecuniary responsibility of obtaining 
deachers from India for aided Indian Schools.

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8. Notes on Board Schools. 


(1). Durban—Satisfactory. The number on the roll is less this year than last, for one reason that nearly 
all the girls have been removed. The average attendance, however, and the examination results, are rather 
better. The fees collected amount to £8 14s. 3d., a larger sum than in any previous year. During the year 
the schoolroom has been ceiled, lined, and painted, and an addition has been made to the teacher's quarters, 
The teacher of the school is Mr. R. Hoover. 


(2). Umgeni—Satisfactory. Better attended, and with a higher average and better results than last 
year. The fees collected amount to £4 5s. 9d. The schoolroom has been ceiled and the premises fenced in 
during the year. The teacher of the school is Mr. V. Rowley. 


9. Notes on the Aided Schools. 


(1). Railway—Not altogether satisfactory. A large number of boys have attended the school, but the 
average attendance is lower than for the year 1888, and little progress has been made. This school has suffered 
through the changes consequent on the removal of the Railway Barracks. The accommodation is bad and 


insufficient. 


(2). Durban (Dr. Booth)—Satisfactory. This is still the best attended school, with an increase in the 
average attendance over that of last year, but no improvement in results. Too few boys were presented for 
examination. The Drawing Class has done fairly well, the elder boys having succeeded in designing and paint- 


ing some nice door panels. The school accommodation is good. 


(3). Durban Girls’—Satisfactory. Better attended this year than last. The school is now taking 
boarders. The scholars appear to have done a large amount of needlework, both for the Orphanage (which has 


been started in connection with the school and for themselves. The school accommodation is sufficient. 


(+). Sydenham—Satisfactory. Better attended than last year, and with fair results. The teacher at 
this school is a lad trained in the Durban (Dr. Booth’s) School. Accommodation insufficient. 


(5). Springfield was closed early in the year. The manager has been unable to avail himself of the 
Board’s offer of assistance in providing a suitable building for a schoolroom, as no competent teacher was avail- 


able. 


(6). Avoca—Satisfactory attendance, and results fairly good. The population the school was intended 10 


serve has become a very scattered one. Accommodation insufficient. 


(7). Cornubia—Satisfactory. A new school, which has been well attended. It has been removed to § 
central position between the Cornubia and Mount Edgecombe Estates. The teacher is a lad trained in ” 
Bridgeford School. 


(8). Tongaat—Satisfactory on the whole; the attendance should, however, be larger in so populous a neigh- 
bourhood. This is practically a new school, and has only been at work under the present management for 


about seven months. Accommodation good. 
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(9). Point—Satisfactory. The attendance at this school has improved. The teacher is a lad trained in 
the Umgeni Board School, and with a year’s experience in the Durban Boys’ Model Primary School. The 


accommodation at this school is sufficient. 


(10). Umbilo—Not altogether satisfactory. A large number of pupils have passed through the school, 
but little progress has been made. It has suffered through change of teachers. The acting teacher is a lad 


trained in the Durban Board School. The accommodation is sufficient. 


(11). Isipingo—Not altogether satisfactory, but an improvement upon last year, and with promise of 
further improvement. The teacher is a lad trained in the Durban (Dr. Booth’s) School. The accommodation 


is sufficient. 


(12). Umzinto—Satisfactory on the whole. The attendance should be larger—of girls especially ; the 


school having been placed in charge of a European lady. The accommodation is sufficient. 


(13). Pietermaritzburg No. 1—Satisfactory. This school has had a larger attendance this year than last, 
although the girls have been transferred to the new girls’ school under the same management. The examination 


results are fairly good. The accommodation is sufficient. 


(14). Pietermaritzburg No. 2—Has been closed since September, through the teacher leaving for 


Johannesburg, 


(15). Pietermaritzburg No. 3—Unsatisfactory. This school has been fairly attended, but the pupils have 


made very little progress. The accommodation is sufficient. 


(16). Pietermaritzburg Girls-—A new school, which promises to be well attended ; some needlework has 
been done in this school, and the teacher finds the girls take great interest in the work, and the girls’ mothers 


appreciate it more than any other subject taught in the school. The accommodation is sufficient. 


(17). Durban (Rev. Stott)—Unsatisfactory. There appears to be no improvement to report in the case of 
this school; it is possible, however, that better results may be obtained under the present teacher, a lad trained 
in the Bridgeford school, and who seems capable ; otherwise, it will become necessary to withdraw the grant. 


The acccommodation at this school is sufficient. 


(18). Bridgeford—Unsatisfactory as regards attendance. The population of Free Indians in the 
neighbourhood is no longer able to support the school, and children on the neighbouring estate are not allowed 


to attend. The accommodation is good. 


(19). Satisfactory attendance ; better than last year. and good results shown. The teacher is a lad 
trained in the Bridgeford School. The accommodation is good. 


(20). Umbilo—Not altogether satisfactory ; the attendance is still small. The accommodation is 


insufficient. 


(21). Durban (Father Baudry)—Satisfactory, Attendance better than last year, and results good. 

More than half the scholars are girls. The Inspector reports that a large quantity of needlework has been done, 

and that the specimens presented to him for inspection were very good indeed. The Inspector also reports that 

it is a pleasure to listen to the singing in this school. The accommodation, which is at present insufficient, is 
about to be increased. . 
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(22). Claremont—So few Indians attended this school that the manager was called upon to close it. The 
Board, however, propose to give the school another chance this year, and have directed the Inspector to make 


enquiry with a view to obtaining a suitable teacher. 


(23). Pietermaritzburg (Rev. Father Barrett)—Satisfactory. The attendance has not increased as was 
expected when the school was placed in charge of a teaching sister, but there are more girls now attending the 


school, who are taught sewing, in which they appear to take considerable interest. The accommodation is good. 


(24). Pietermaritzburg (Rock’s)—This private adventure school was closed early in the year, the teacher 


having fallen into intemperate habits and neglected his duty. 


25. Sea Cow Lake—Satisfactory. A small private adventure school, which has been fairly well attended, 


the pupils making a fair amount of progress.

year being 788, or about 78 per cent, of the actual working number on roll. 


11. The attendance at the Board Schools shows a slight increase, and a better average than that of last 


year. The attendance at the Aided Schools also shows an increase and an improvement in the average. 


12. The number of girls attending school is still considerable, although there was a slight falling off last 


year—428 against 445 for 1888.

14. The estimated number of Indian children of school age in the Colony is between 8,000 and 4,000. A 
large number of those who have acquired what may be termed the school habit have of late left the Colony. No 
less than 6,000 children have passed through the schools since 1882. 


15. The usual Annual Examination was held at the end of the year, according to the Schedule of 
Standards adopted by the Council of Education in January, 1882, and the Simpler First Standards of the 
Mauritius Second Grade Schools.

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17. It will be seen from the foregoing Table that of 1,012 on the Roll, there were 842 present and 339 
examined in the three subjects, for each of which a “pass” is obtainable ; so that out of a possible 1,014 passes 
813 or 80 per cent, were gained. There were more “ passes” this year than last, but 330 of these represent 


the very low requirements of Standard Ia. (See Annexure.)

19. At the Board Schools all members of the same family are admitted at half rates, all beginners being 
free for the first six months. The children of Free Indians pay sixpence, those of Indentured Indians threepence 


a month. These fees are paid into the Colonial Treasury, and form part of the General Revenue. 


20. The amount paid as fees by the scholars of Aided Schools is £53 12s. 9d. against £46 10s. 3d. for 
1888. These fees are retained, as a rule, by the Teachers. The rate of fees ranges between threepence and three 


shillings, but most of the pupils are admitted quite free. 


21. At the end of the year there were 23 Teachers, 6 Assistants, and 20 Pupil Teachcrs, making a total 


of 49 of all grades. Of the Teachers 5 are European ladies and 7 lads trained in the local Schools.

22. These grants are for maintenance. The margin for the upkeep of the schools is therefore not very 


great when the salaries of the teachers, assistants, and pupil teachers have been paid. In addition each new 
school receives £3 towards the purchase of school furniture. j 

23. At the end of the year a sum of £50 was granted by the Board to be divided as a bonus amongst 
the teachers of those schools which had been conducted to the satisfaction of the Inspector. This sum of £50 
was distributed pro rata among sixteen schools. 

24. A sum of £30 was granted by the Board for the purchase of prizes, which sum, the Inspector 
reports, was expended for the most part on books. 

25. The only night schools are classes which meet for mutual improvement. 

26. Some religious instruction is given in all the schools. It is understood that all are free to receive or 
reject it. 

27. Some St. Helena and Mauritius half-castes, and a few Native boys, have attended the schools, as in 
previous years. 

28. The Inspector states that the Headmaster of the Durban Boys’ Model Primary School informs him 
that ‘six Indian boys have attended that school during the past year. 

29. The Board considers that upon the whole the progress made in the several Indian Schools is fairly 
‘satisfactory, the greatest difficulty the Board has to contend with is the want of suitable teachers, but to some 
-extent this difficulty may be met in the future by pupil-teachers being trained in our own schools.

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REPORT OF THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL ON CRIME FOR THE YEAR 4889. 





The number of Offences reported in 1889 is again somewhat in excess of the number in any previous 


year. The proportion of serious cases of crime is however smaller than usual. ! 


Of 14,786 convictions obtained in the year, no less than 14,238 were had in the Summary Courts. 

There were £03 convictions in the Native High Court for Riot and Faction Fighting; and 52 in the 
Cattle Stealing Court established under Law No. 10, 1876. There were 93 convictions in the Supreme and 
Circuit Courts, out of a total of 139 persons indicted. 


There were fewer cases of Murder and Rape than in either of the two preceding years. Of twenty persons 
indicted for Murder five were convicted, as against twelve in 1888 ; four were acquitted, one on the ground of 
insanity, and the remaining eight were convicted of less offences: these are in the Return furnished to me 
apparently included under other heads of crime. For Rape there were eight indictments, producing two convic- 
tions and three acquittals : in the other three cases, the prisoners were convicted of Indecent Assault, and these 
cases also appear elsewhere in the Departmental Return, which moreover includes under some other head four 
eases of .Assauit with intent to commit Rape, for which there were three convictions and one acquittal. There 


was no indictment in 1889 for Rape or attempted Rape by a Native upon a European woman. 


In the Native High Court some fifteen cases of Riot and Faction Fighting were tried, resulting in the 
conviction of 403 men and the acquittal of 375. This is a great decrease, and it is satisfactory to note that most 
of these cases arose from apparently trivial causes such as quarrels at beer-drinkings and marriage, though no 


doubt in some cases primarily resulting from ill-feeling between the parties. 


The Honourable Sir Michael Gallwey, Attorney-General, was absent on leave from 21st August to the 


end of the year. 
The Returns for the past year require no further special notice.

Each patient is bathed on admission, 
previous to entering bed. There is a lavatory fitted with four hand-basins and three iron foot-basins, water 


being supplied by means of iron piping, and discharged by same means. 


(III.) What is the system of sewerage, and what the condition of the privies 7—There are eight privies, 
situated 115 feet from the nearest Ward, at the back of the Hospital. The soil is collected in buckets placed 
in the privies, and removed daily by the Corporation night-soil carts. Night stools are used, strict attention 
being paid to their being kept perfectly clean.

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MEDICAL SUPERINTENDENTS REPORT FOR 1890, 





Natal Lunatic Asylum, 10th January, 1890. 
Tue HoxovuraBLE THE CoLoniaL SECRETARY. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward, for the information of His Excellency, the following statistical 
Tables, &c., for the year 1889. 


There were one hundred and thirty-one patients in the Asylum on the lst January, and one hundred and 


twenty-three on the 31st December. 


During the year twenty-eight patients were admitted, of whom twenty-two were males. 
Sixteen patients were discharged, viz., ten males and six females; and seventeen males and two females 
died during the year. 


The average number of patients resident was 126-82 ; and the total number under treatment during the 


year one hundred and fifty-nine. 


The following Table shows the numbers, nationality, &c., of the patients resident on the first and last 
days of the year, and of those admitted, discharged, and died during the year :—

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If the inmates of the Asylum are taken as the index to the total insane population of the Colony, we have 
one insane person to every 3,913 of the inhabitants ; or, divided into races, we have among the Natives one in 
9,114, among the Indians one in 1,959, and one to every 598 white inhabitants. Comparing this with other 
countries, we find that in 1888 England had one insane person to every 344 of the population ; Scotland, one 
in 845 ; while the Colony of New South Wales has one insane person to every 374 inhabitants. 


Of the patients admitted during the year two were suffering from congenital mental deficiency ; two from 


general paralysis of the insane ; eleven from mania ; eight from melancholia ; and five from dementia. 


AAS regards the bodily health of the patients on admission, six were described as ‘“ average,” nine as 
<* weak,” and thirteen as of ‘‘ very weak ” bodily health. 


In a large proportion of the admissions the mental disease was, as in previous years, of long standing. 


Taking the cases in which information on this point was obtainable, the average duration of the mental 


disease previous to admission to the Asylum was approximately seven and a half years. 


The percentage of recoveries on admissions during the year was 53:5. This compares favourably with 


British Asylums, where the recoveries on admissions during the year were 34°3 per cent. 


The death-rate during the year has been exceptionally high, being 15°6 per cent. of the average number 
resident. This is by far the highest death-rate since I entered on duty here; but I find that in 1881 it was as 
high as 19°9, Last year the death-rate was 7:2 per cent., and in 1887 it was 5°7 per cent. of the average 


number resident. 


The last returns to hand give the average death-rate in English Asylums as 10°04 per cent. of the 


average number resident. 


The high death-rate during the year may, to some extent, be explained by the fact that several of the 
patients who died were old people, the average age of the European patients who died being 58 years. The 
sanitary arrangements also in connection with the Asylum are not so satisfactory as could be desired ; and 
‘several cess-pits, which I considered dangerous to the health of the inmates, have been abolished, and temporary 
expedients adopted, pending a thorough drainage scheme being carried out. 


Although a very great deal of liberty is allowed there have been no serious accidents to any of the 
patients or attendants during the year. 


A large proportion of the patients have, as in previous years, been employed in outdoor work, but, 
notwithstanding the fact that the grounds have been receiving attention during the last six years, there is still 


a great deal to be done in the way of planting, &c., before they can be regarded as at all completely laid out. 


Tn the early part of the ycar two Indian women were employed as attendants, but although they were 
selected by the Protector of Immigrants at large salaries, and were the best coloured women who could be 
obtained, so little were they suited for the work that they left the Asylum within twenty-four hours of their 


entering on duty ; and nothing would induce them to give the place a more protracted trial. 


On account of the difficulty experienced in procuring suitable women in the Colony to undertake the 
work, it was decided to send Home for female attendants. 


Five experienced nurses were selected, and arrived from England on the 24th July, since which time they 
have been employed in the Asylum. The European part of the female side of the house is, consequently, now 


thoroughly equipped ; but it has as yet been found impossible to secure the services of a Native woman to. 
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undertake the charge of the Native female patients, who are still looked after by a Native male attendant. 
While this is a most undesirable state of matters, the fact that the Natives, as a rule, refuse to have anything 
whatever to do with their insane relatives may, in some measure, reconcile one to the existing state of affairs in 


the Asylum. 


Our accommodation has been much taxed during the year; but I am glad to be able to report that a 
portion of the main building of the Asylum is now being proceeded with, and should be ready for occupation 


within the next twelve months. 


It is to be hoped that the necessary adjuncts to the building in the shape of dining rooms, &c., will be 
carried out with as little delay as possible, as, without such necessary accommodation, the institution would be 
most incomplete, and its utility much impaired. The want of proper Hospital accommodation has been greatly 
felt during the year. Many of the sick, who ought to have had special accommodation, had, as a matter of 
necessity, to be placed in the dormitories with the other patients. 


Suitable quarters ought to be provided for the coloured attendants and servants, the temporary iron shed 


which they at present occupy being much overcrowded. ‘ 
A water cistern ought to be erected in an elevated position, so as to afford a constant water supply. 


Attempts have been made to afford amusement to the patients by means of dances, concerts, &c., but as 
yet we labour under the drawback that we have no suitable hall for such entertainments. I trust we will ere 
long have this defect remedied, and that we will be furnished with the means of doing more in this direction, 
and thereby affording a little variety to the every-day life of the patients, which, under existing circumstances, 


is, to say the least, rather monotonous. 


The Sunday services inaugurated last year have been continued throughout the year, and are much 


appreciated by the patients. 


During the year £969 9s. 4d. has been received on account of private patients and paid into the Treasury. 
This amount exceeds that collected last year by £294 18s. 11d., and is the largest amount derived from this 
source in any one year since the opening of the Asylum.

Mrmo.—1. The Road Vote for the first half of the year 1890 is £17,500, but the actual expenditure will, in al 
probability amount more nearly to £23,000. This estimated increase is chiefly due to 


(a). The increased cost of Mealies and Beef Ration to Native Labourers, the cost of the former may be put 
down at 150 per cent. over that of last year, and that of the latter at 50 per cent. 


(b). The increasing of the Natives’ wages, in a number of the Divisions of the Colony, from 10s. per mensem, 
to 12s. 6d. per mensem, 


2. There are about 3,000 miles of Main Roads in the Colony. 


3. The responsibility in connection with all other than those gazetted as Main Roads on the 28th May, 1889, reats with 
the Local Boards in terms of Law 36, 1888. 


4, The extensive fencing-in of farms necessitate the Macadamizing of many portions of Roads hitherto unhardened. 


5. With respect to By-Roads, the lack of any authority for their maintenance is being felt.
